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INTRODUCTION. 


N consequence of the lamented death in the 

year 1895 of the late Mr. J. P. Earwaker, 

the accomplished historian of East Cheshire, 

ss 2 the Aldersey family papers came into my 
hands for completion of the work upon which he was 
engaged at the time of his death. I found that much 
had already been done, so much that if he had lived but 
a short time longer the work would no doubt soon have 
been completed; but the task of presenting the family 
history in a narrative form had not yet been attempted, 
and it was thought that without this his exhaustive 
labours would have been deprived of much of their 
value to the family. I have therefore endeavoured to 
supply this omission as best I could, although I can 
pretend to no such literary skill or special local know- 
ledge as would have made a family history from the 
pen of Mr. Earwaker a really valuable possession. In 
order to take up the threads of Mr. Earwaker’s labours, 
I found it necessary to read through the whole of the 
family papers de novo, and this necessarily took time : 
further delay, which I regret but could not avoid, was 
occasioned by the interruptions of my professional work, 
and I fear that the time during which the papers have 
been in my possession is out of all proportion to the 
result of my labours. 


vi Introdu€Etion. 


Before entering upon the family history, a few words 
should be bestowed upon the documents themselves. 
These consist of a large number of deeds and other 
documents, some of which date from as far back as the 
thirteenth century. Of these documents 536 of the 
principal one, chiefly deeds, had been separately num- 
bered and carefully arranged in packets by Mr. Ear- 
waker according to their date and subject-matter, a 
catalogue having also been drawn up by him in a MS. 
folio volume (with a dark-coloured binding), in which 
the date and general nature of each deed were entered. 
Nearly 200 of the most important’ones he had also 
either transcribed in full or abstracted in another thicker 
folio volume (bound in vellum). Besides the 536 prin- 
cipal documents above mentioned, he had collected 
in separate bundles, each with a separate catalogue of 
its own, the following papers, viz.: (1) Bundle A, 154 
miscellaneous papers relating to the Aldersey family be- 
tween the years 1500 and 1838 ; (2) Bundle B, a packet 
of 89 letters, drafts of letters, and other papers dated 
between 1561 and 1820 relating to Bunbury Church ; 
(3) Bundle C, a packet of 23 papers relating to the 
Free Grammar School of Bunbury from 1593 to 1788 ; 
(4) Bundle D, a packet of 51 miscellaneous Cheshire 
papers dated between 1500 and 1800; and (5) Bundle 
E, a packet of 105 letters of the Aldersey family of 
various dates between the years 1625 and 1808. In 
addition to these, the family papers included several 
pedigree rolls (the more important of which are de- 
scribed in the following pages), abstracts of Cheshire 
inquisitions post mortem arranged under regnal years in 
two parts (of which Part I. ending with Henry VII. 
has several pages missing or imperfect, but Part II. 
from Henry VIII. to James I. is fairly complete), col- 
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leCctions for a list of the Mayors and Sheriffs of Chester 
by William Aldersey, the Chester antiquary (also re- 
ferred to below), collections for a history of Cheshire 
under about 300 separate headings arranged alphabetic- 
ally and compiled in the year 1701, account books, 
rentals, and various other documents, of which no cata- 
logue had been made. 

With the family papers I found also a list of all the 
Wills, &c., of the Aldersey family which are extant at 
the Probate Registry at Chester, transcripts of entries 
relating to the family from the parochial registers at 
Bunbury, Malpas, Chester, and other places, as well as 
from the printed extraéts from Chester Plea and Re- 
cognisance Rolls published in the Reports of the Deputy 
Keeper of the Records at the Public Record Office in 
Chancery Lane, besides extraéts from pedigrees in the 
Harleian MSS. at the British Museum and elsewhere, 
for all of which we are doubtless indebted to the ex- 
ertions of Mr. Earwaker, Finally, he had nearly com- 
pleted his own MS. pedigree of the Aldersey family, 
founded upon the pedigree given in Ormerod’s “ History 
of Cheshire,” but corrected and added to from the 
sources above mentioned. 

From these materials and the information given in 
Ormerod’s “ Cheshire,” supplemented by some further’ 
searches which I have made myself at the Public Record 
Office and Somerset House, and among the Harleian 
and additional MSS. at the British Museum, the follow- 
ing account of the Aldersey family is derived. 


THE FAMILY OF ALDERSEY 


HE family of AtpERsey has been settled at 
Aldersey, in the parish of Coddington and 
hundred of Broxton in the county of Chester, 
since very early times—certainly for more 

than six centuries; how much earlier it is impossible to 

say. Some of the antiquaries of the county in the seven- 
teenth century were of opinion, by reason apparently of 
certain records found in the Abbey of Combermere, that 
the name of the family was originally Alteribus and that 
they, coming (as was conjectured) to be lords of the manor, 
called themselves de Alterbushey or de Alteribuses hey 

(or wood), which was contracted into Aldresheya or 

Aldreshey, in which form it is found in several ancient 

deeds, and so into Aldresey and finally Aldersey.' 

This conjeCtural descent from the family of Alteribus 
is followed out in two seventeenth century Pedigree

Sheppey, etc. (See Ormerod’s Cheshire, 2nd Ed.,i. 371, noted; Jacob’s 
Law Dictionary, sub nom, “ey.”) 
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Rolls, now in the possession of Mr. Aldersey of Aldersey 
and Spurstow, of which the larger one, made in 1629 
by Jacob Chaloner and examined by William Segar, 
Garter King of Arms,’ shows the descents of most of the 
various branches of the Aldersey family down to that 
time, and has been continued as a Pedigree Roll of the 
principal line of Aldérsey of Aldersey and Spurstow to 
the present time: this will be the Roll referred to here- 
inafter as the Aldersey Pedigree Roll. The other Roll, 
which was made in or about the year 1655, and of which 
there is a copy made by the third Randle Holme in one 
of the Harleian MSS. at the British Museum,’ traces 
more particularly the descent of that branch of the 
family which settled in business at Chester in the six- 
teenth century, and. afterwards was seated at Daniel’s 
Ash, Hawarden, and this Roll I will refer to as the 
Aldersey of Chester Pedigree Roll. 

The Alteribus descent begins with Hugh de Alteribus, 
who is stated to have lived in Cheshire in the time of 
William the Conqueror, and to have had issue Henry de 
Alteribus, who married Matilda, and had issue Wilkam 
de Alteribus, who married Cicely, daughter of Hugh de 
Holme, and had issue Hugh de Alteribus, who married 
Auda, daughter and co-heir of William de Malbank 
Baron of Wich Malbank (afterwards the wife of Warine 
Vernon, Baron of Shipbrooke), and had issue Hugh de 
Alteribus, who lived about 24th Henry III. and had 
issue, 1. William de Alteribus, Baron of Clapton, who

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married Cicely, daughter of Francis de Bohun, of 
Midlehurst, and had a daughter and heir, who married 
Sir Roger de Sholmestrood ; and 2, Hugh de Alteribus, 
otherwise Alterbushey or Aldresheia, supposed to be the 
same as the Hugh de Aldresey next mentioned. 

The first of the family, however, of whom we have 
any certain knowledge was Hucu pe Atpresey, who 
married Cecily, daughter of Robert de Hockenhull, 
mentioned in a deed without date supposed to be emp. 
Henry III., to whom Robert de Hockenhull gave in 
frank marriage with his daughter Cecily certain lands in 
Hockenhull in special tail.1_ By another deed, also with- 
out date, supposed to be temp. Edward I., Cecily, then 
the widow of Hugh de Aldresey, granted the lands in 
Hockenhull, which she held of the gift of her father 
Robert, to William de Aldresey her son and heir in fee, 
with the exception of the fourth best selion of land, 
which was to go to his brother Ralph in fee.* To this 
latter deed Adam de Aldresey is one of the witnesses, 
though he is not mentioned in the body of the deed. 

It was no doubt these two deeds which were the 
original source of the statement to be found in the 
Aldersey of Chester Pedigree Roll and Harl. MSS., 2094 
fo. 88, that the eldest son of Hugh de Aldresey was 
“¢ William de Aldresey sonne & h. to whom his mother 
gave much land in Hockenhull it is conceived his heyre 
mar. to the Hattons for the [they] were lords of halph 
Great Aldersey 10 E. 1,” Adam de Aldresey being there 
given as the second son—a statement which is repeated

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with more positiveness as regards the Hatton marriage 
in Ormerod’s Cheshire.! I cannot but think, however, 
that this statement is an erroneous one, and that the true 
order is that given in the Aldersey Pedigree Roll and in 
Harl. MSS., 2153, ff. 37b, 38 and 2119 fo. 6, viz.: I. 
Adam; 2. William ; 3. Ralph. That William was his 
mother’s heir is plain from the two deeds above men- 
tioned, but it is not stated there that he was his father’s 
heir, and I think the fact that Adam was heir to his 
father Hugh de Aldresey, being no doubt his eldest son 
by a former wife, is sufficiently established by such other 
evidence as still exists, viz. : 

(2) A grant without date (supposed by Mr. Earwaker 
to be ¢. 1250, but probably rather later) by Adam son of 
Hugh de Aldresey to Ralph his brother for his homage 
and service of two messuages and certain lands in Alder- 
sey in fee simple with a special exemption from answer- 
ing any claim in Adam’s court.” 

(4) Two copies, both in places torn and defaced, of a 
grant without date by Adam, son of Hugh de Aldresey, 
to William his brother for his homage and service of 
certain lands in Aldersey in fee simple, with a similar 
exemption from answering any claim in Adam’s court.* 
The original of this deed is not to be found amongst the 
Family Evidences (unless, indeed, it be one of those that 
are totally illegible owing to the fading of the ink), but 
there is an abstract of it in Harl. MSS. 2079, fo. 129, 
where the deed is stated to have been then (17 Oét. 
1635) in the Exchequer of Chester in the custody of 
one Robert Crosby. It is precisely similar to the grant 
by Adam to his brother Ralph, except in the description 
of the lands granted ; the witnesses are the same, and in

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both there is a reference to Cecily, apparently then dead, 
as the mother, not of the grantor, but of the grantee. 

(c) A grant without date (also supposed by Mr. Ear- 
waker to be ¢c. 1250, but probably rather later) by Adam 
de Aldresey to Ralph his son in fee simple of all his 
tenements, with all his services, etc., in Aldersey and 
Barton, except the tenement which he formerly gave to 
his son Robert in Aldersey.! The grant to Robert here 
referred to is not now extant, but its nature may be 
gathered with sufficient accuracy from the Plea Roll’ 
next mentioned. 

(d) An office copy, dated 23 February, 1720, of an 
entry on a Chester Plea Roll, purporting to be of the date 
of 1 Edward I. (1272-3). The entry is dated Tuesday 
next after the Feast of St. Chad (2 March), in an action 
against Hugh, son of Hugh de Hatton, and Kenewric le 
Belew by Robert, son of Adam de Aldreseye, in which 
the latter complained of having been disseised by Hugh 
and Kenewric of a right of extovers in twelve acres of 
wood in Great Aldersey, to which he was entitled under 
a grant made more than ten years previously by Adam 
de Aldresey, lord of a moiety of the vill of Aldersey, of 
a free tenement and a certain part of his lands in Aldersey 
with husebold and heybold and fuel and common of 
pasture in all places within the boundaries of Aldersey. 
Kenewric le Belew disclaimed all interest, but Hugh de 
Hatton defended and pleaded that he was himself lord of 
a moiety of the vill at the time of Adam’s grant, and 
that he had since that time, but long before the issue of 
the writ, become sole tenant of the twelve acres in ques- 
tion under a partition between himself and Adam de 
Aldresey, they having previously held the wood as 
tenants in common in undivided moieties. This was not

denied by Robert de Aldresey, who fell back upon a 


prescriptive title for more than ten years, and so they 
were put to trial by jury, the result of which does not 
appear.’ This office copy purports to be taken from the 
Chester Plea Roll of 1 Edward I., Ro. 12. The original 
Plea Rolls were removed some years ago from Chester 
Castle, where they used to be kept, to the Public Record 
Office in London, and I searched in vain for any Plea 
Roll of that date. I have, however, succeeded in verify- 
ing the reference, and find that it should be the Chester 
Plea Roll of 1 and 2 Edward II., membrane 13 (for- 
merly numbered 12). The mistake doubtless arose 
from the heading of this particular membrane being 
“Com’ Cestr’ die Martii prox post Festum Sti Cedde 
anno R. R. E. primo,” but it appears from the other con- 
tents of the record as well as from the heading of the 
first membrane that the date was really “anno R. R. E. 
fil. E. primo,” te., 6 March, 1307-8. There is also at the 
British Museum in Harl. MSS. 2079, a series of ex- 
tracts from these Plea Rolls taken in the seventeenth 
century, where the date is correctly given, but the 
Plaintiff is erroneously called: Robert son of Rodert de 
Aldreseye instead of Robert son of Adam de Aldreseye. 
This last mistake of name has been perpetuated both in 
the Pedigree Rolls and in the Pedigree given by 
Ormerod.” It was probably the erroneous date assigned 
to the Plea Roll which led Mr. Earwaker to place the 
date of the various grants by Adam de Aldresey to his 
brothers and sons so far back as c. 1250, and I suppose 
them to have been rather later than this, but before the 
passing in 18 Edward I. (1290) of the statute Quia 
Emptores, by which subinfeudation was abolished.

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From other parts of the same Chester Plea Roll of 1 
and 2 Edward II. (m. 21 dorso and m. 27) it appears that 
the wood of Aldersey comprised about fifty-five acres, 
that the Hatton moiety was sub-divided between Hugh, 
son of Hugh de Hatton, William, son of Adam de 
Meeles, and Ralph del Heth and Margaret his wife as 
tenants in common with Adam de Aldresey, who held 
the other moiety at the time of the grant by the latter 
to his son Robert, and that a partition of the wood was 
made between the several tenants in common about the 
year 1293, when seven acres were allotted to William de 
Meeles and seven acres to Ralph and Margaret del Heth. 
The share of Hugh de Hatton, who appears to have re- 
ceived fourteen acres, would therefore be a quarter of the 
whole, and this agrees with the inquisition next referred 
to. The Aldersey moiety seems to have been at some 
time before 1308 partitioned between Ralph, son of 
Adam de Aldresey, Thomas le Brid, and Ralph, son of 
Hugh de Hanley, the share of Ralph de Hanley being 
apparently one sixteenth of the whole. The interests of 
Thomas le Brid and Ralph de Hanley were no doubt 
derived by grant from Adam de Aldresey.! 

Ormerod’s statement that the heir of William son of 
Hugh de Aldresey brought a moiety of the vill of 
Aldersey to the Hattons by marriage 10 Ed. I., which 
(as we have seen) was in its original form put as a con- 
jeCture only, appears to me to be more than doubtful. 
That the Hattons did at that time possess a share of 
Aldersey is clear from the two inquisitions post mortem of 
Hugh de Hatton in 12 Ed. I. and 13 Ed. I. (1284 and 
1285), where it is described not as a moiety but as “a 
fourth share of Brex [Broxton], Cholley [Chowley], and 
Aldresey of the value of 40s.” which he held by knight’s

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service of Rotheric son of Griffin and Beatrice his wife 
as the dower of Beatrice.! Beatrice’s first husband was 
William Patrick, who owned a moiety of the great 
Barony of Malpas, of which Aldersey was originally a 
part, and she also claimed and apparently enjoyed (though 
wrongfully) another fourth of the Barony as co-heir of 
her father, David de Malpas aias Le Clerk, the bastard 
son of William de Malpas. The fourth share of Alder- 
sey, held by Hugh de Hatton at the time of his death 
c. 10 Ed. I. (1282), cannot therefore be the same lands 
as those granted by Adam to his brother William, for 
this grant must have been then quite recent, and the 
mesne lord Adam de Aldersey would have been well 
known to the jurors on the inquisition. I conclude 
therefore that the origin of the Hatton share of Aldersey 
must be sought for at some earlier period, but there are 
no materials for determining the exact date. | 

The subje& of the Hatton interest in Aldersey and 
certain subinfeudations of the Aldersey moiety will be 
treated of later, and we will now return to the history of 
the Aldersey family. 

Ralph, the third son of Hugh de Aldresey, who is 
mentioned in his mother’s deed above referred to, and 
who had a grant from his brother Adam of two messu- 
ages and certain lands in Aldersey,® had a son Thomas 
living circ. 1315," who had a son William living circ. 
1324.° From him, according to the Aldersey Pedigree 
Roll, was descended that branch of the family which was 
settled for many generations at Great Aldersey, and which 
on the head of the family succeeding to the Spurstow

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Estates seems to have become his tenants of the family 
estates at Aldersey.1 The same Pedigree Roll makes him 
also ancestor of the Alderseys of Horton, of Brinnington, 
of Helsby, of Agdon, and of Chinnell, but for such further 
particulars of the descendants of this branch of the family 
as I have been able to collect I must refer to the accom- 
panying pedigree, No. 4, derived chiefly from the 
Aldersey Pedigree Roll but supplemented from other 
sources of information. 

The main line of the family was carried on by Apam 
DE ALDRESEY, the eldest son of Hugh de Aldresey as 
above mentioned. The name of Adam’s wife is not given 
in the Aldersey Pedigree Roll, but in the Aldersey of 
Chester Pedigree Roll? it is stated that he married Alice, 
daughter of Sir Simon Hatton, Knight of Jerusalem, and 
this agrees also with Harl. MSS., 2119, fo. 6. What 
the authority for this statement may be I do not know, 
but there is no difficulty as regards dates, for Sir Simon 
was apparently living care. 41 Hen. III. (1257), and his 
son and heir, Sir Hugh, died crc. 10 Ed. I. (1282). 
Adam de Aldresey had at least two sons, viz., Ralph, his 
son and heir,.and Robert, who (as already mentioned) had 
a tenement in Aldersey by gift of his father, and in 1307-8 
had asuit with Hugh, son of Hugh de Hatton, respecting 
the right of estovers in the wood of Aldersey, and from 
whom were descended the Alderseys of Middle Aldersey. 
According to the Aldersey Pedigree Roll he had also a 
third son William, who also left issue, and this receives 
some corroboration from a Plea Roll of 1289, where 
William,son of Adam of Great Aldersey, is mentioned as a 
defendant to an action for disseisin of land at Stretton.®

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RALPH DE ALDRESEY, son of Adam, had a grant from 
his father, the date of which is supposed by Mr. Earwaker 
to have been ¢. 1250, but which may more probably 
have been rather later, of all his tenements and services 
in Aldersey and Barton except the tenement which he 
had given to his son Robert.’ By deed without date— 
of which, however, the date appears from internal 
evidence to be c. 1311—he had a grant in fee simple of 
land in Great Aldersey from Ralph, son of Hugh de 
Hanley, at the yearly rent of 6s. 8¢.,? and this land— 
which was doubtless part of the land acquired by Hugh de 
Hanley, Ralph’s father, from Adam de Aldresey between 
1293 and 1308, in respect of which Hugh de Hanley 
brought an action in the latter year‘-—Ralph de Aldresey 
seems to have made over to his son Hugh.* By deed 
without date (c. 1315) he makes a grant of certain lands 
in Aldersey to his cousin Thomas, son of Ralph son of 
Hugh ;° and in January, 17 Ed. IT. (1324), he effects an 
exchange of lands there with William, son of Thomas 
de Aldresey.6 He is mentioned in the Chester Recog- 
nizance Rolls of 1324 and 1333,’ and in 1338 he makes 
a grant to his son Robert of lands in Barton.’ This is 
the last we hear of him. ‘According to the Aldersey 
Pedigree Roll he married Margaret, daughter of Ralph 
de Handley, by whom he had three sons: Hugh his son 
and heir; William, living 1343;° and Robert, living 
13387 and 1342.4

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Hucu pe Aupresgey, son of Ralph son of Adam, 
probably succeeded his father soon after 1338. By deed 
without date (attributed to c. 1330) he settled all his 
lands within the boundaries of Chester upon his son 
Hugh in tail; in 1342 he gave a power of distress over 
all his lands to Robert de Hawardyn, to secure the pay- 
ment of 20s. per annum for six years,” and in the follow- 
ing year there is a deed of mutual release between 
William, son of William le Boydell, and Hugh and 
William, sons of Ralph son of Adam de Aldresey, in 
respect of lands on each side of a ditch made between 
the hey of Hanley, belonging to Boydell, and the field of 
Aldresey’s wode belonging to the Alderseys.*> In 1347 
Hugh de Aldresey granted a lease for six years to William, 
son of Richard son of Thomas de Cholley, of all his 
lands within the boundaries of Great Aldersey except 
Le Croft medewe and his part of turbary upon Wolviley 
and Le Schortebuttes Hands and Le Stokkenebrugge. 
In 1350 and 1351 settlements are made of his lands in 
Great Aldersey upon himself and his wife and the heirs 
of their bodies, with remainder to John Domvile, jun*. 
(son of John Domvile, sen'.) and Cecily his wife and 
the heirs of John Domvile, junt.© On the Sunday after 
St. Barnabas’ Day (11 June), 1354, he made his will, by 
which he gave diretions for his burial in the Church 
of St. Mary of Codynton, gave 2s. each to the Rector of 
Codynton and to Sir Thomas the parochial chaplain, and 
12d. to Philip the Clerk; the residue of his goods he 
gave to his wife and son, and appointed Hugh de Ledsam 
and his own wife executors. His wife’s name, as given 
in the Aldersey Pedigree Roll, was Margaret, daughter

of William de Rosingrave, and by her he had one son 
also named Hugh, who married Margery the daughter 
and heir of Richard de Barton. It is stated in one of 
the pedigrees that he died in 1403; if so, there must be 
a generation omitted in the pedigrees. Beyond question 
there was a Hugh de Aldresey and Margery his wife 
who were living in 1424, but considering the length of 
time which elapsed between the date of the will of the 
last possessor in 1354 and that of the next Aldersey deed 
which has been preserved amongst the Family Evidences, 
and which is dated in 1421, it seems not unlikely that 
there may have been three successive generations of 
Hughs, of whom the first married Margaret de Rosin- 
grave and made his will in 1354, the second died in 
1403, and the third married the Barton-heiress and was 
living in 1421 and 1424. 

However this may be, the next owner of whom we 
know anything certain was Hucu pe ALpresegy, living 
November, 1421, when he granted all his lands in 
Aldersey to Nicholas Potter, Rector of Coddington, who 
three years later regranted them, with the exception of 
one messuage six selions of land and a meadow adjacent, 
to Hugh and his wife Margery in special tail As 
already mentioned, Hugh’s wife is stated to have been 
Margery, daughter and heir of Richard de Barton, and 
the pedigrees state further that they had’ two sons, 
William, eldest son and heir, and John, from whom 
were descended the Alderseys of Bickerton. The Aldersey 
of Chester Pedigree Roll (of circ. 1655) makes this John 
the ancestor also of the Alderseys of Horton and Agdon, 
but in the accompanying pedigrees I have on this point 
followed the Aldersey Pedigree Roll (of 1629). 

WittiaM DE ALpreEsEY was living and had ‘been in

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possession of the family estates in 1445, when Thomas 
de Beyston, Henry, son of Henry Brayne, and Ralph 
Brayne appointed Henry, son of Ralph Brayne, to be 
their attorney to accept seisin of lands; etc., in Great 
Aldersey of which William de Aldresey had lately en- 
feoffed them, and two years later, in 1447, Richard 
Baker, Chaplain of the parish of Bunbere, settled all the 
lands etc. which he formerly had of the feoffment of 
William de Aldresey in the vills of Aldresey, Acton near 
Werham, and Hatton in Dersber upon William de 
Aldresey and Margery his wife and the heirs of William.? 
In the Aldersey Pedigree Roll it is stated that William 
de Aldresey married Margery, daughter and heir of 
John Touke alas Stalker, of Lower Spurstow, by his 
wife Margaret, daughter and heir of - Brayne of 
Brindley, and it was no doubt owing to this marriage 
that their son Henry Aldersey eventually. succeeded to 
the Spurstow estates, which have been in the family ever 
since, and which for many generations became the chief 
family residence. These estates appear to have belonged 
originally to the Spurstows of Spurstow, and to have 
been partly subinfeudated by Richard, son of Coureus de 
Spurstow, to William, son of William le Stalker, by deed 
without date [cerc. 1240],° and partly included in an ex- 
change of lands between Roger de Spurstow and Richard 
le Stalker by deed without date [circ. 1340]. From the 
Stalkers they passed to the Braynes,° and in 1398 Thomas 
Brayne settled them upon his son Henry Brayne in tail.® 
After Henry Brayne’s death they came to his son Ralph, 
by whom they appear to have been settled upon. his wife 
Katherine for life with remainder to Henry Aldersey in

tail. After the death of Ralph Brayne in 1475 his 
widow enjoyed them, and then a dispute arose between 
Henry Aldersey and Thomas Brayne, the brother of 
Ralph, as to the succession. This dispute was submitted 
to arbitration in 1494,” but apparently Thomas Brayne 
died before any award was made. At any rate in 1500 
a writ was issued against Henry Aldersey by Ralph 
Brayne, the son of Thomas, claiming under the settle- 
ment of 1398,? but the parties again submitted to arbi- 
tration,* and on 5 December, 1503, an award was made 
by William, Bishop of London and Chancellor of Eng- 
land, and John Porte, under which Henry Aldersey 
was to pay £25 to Ralph Brayne and to keep the lands, 
Margery Brayne, Ralph’s mother, retaining for her life 
the kneeling place in the pew belonging to the house 
in Bunbury Church. The exact nature of the connec- 
tion between the Stalkers and the Braynes and of that 
between the Braynes and the Alderseys does not appear 
from the family deeds, but it seems probable that one of 
the Braynes married a Stalker heiress, and that Margaret 
Touke ahas Stalker, the mother of Margery Aldersey, 
was the sister of Ralph Brayne, who died in 1475, his 
brother Thomas being possibly of the half blood : Henry 
Aldersey would thus be great nephew and heir-at-law of 
Ralph Brayne, while Thomas Brayne, and afterwards his 
son Ralph, would be the heir-in-tail of Henry Brayne 
under the settlement of 1398. This conjecture affords 
a plausible explanation of the dispute between the Alder- 
seys and the Braynes. The award of 1503 looks more 
like a compromise than a decision in accordance with 
strict legal rights, though the first named arbitrator was

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Lord Chancellor of England as well as Bishop of London; 
he was the celebrated William Warham, afterwards Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. : 

Henry Arpresry, son and heirof William deAldresey, 
with whom the Visitation Pedigree begins, and who 
succeeded on his father’s death to the Aldersey estates 
and under the award of 1503 to the Spurstow estates, 
was living in 1474, the date of the above mentioned set- 
tlement by Ralph Brayne: in 1484 he conveyed all his 
lands, etc., in Aldersey, A€ton, Hatton, and Spurstow to 
Hugh Calverley, and, as Richard and William Hocke- 
nell were appointed his attorneys to deliver seisin, this 
conveyance was doubtless executed for the purposes of a 
settlement made on or after his marriage with Joan, 
daughter of John Hockenhull, of Hockenhull Platt, gent.” 
He was still living in September, 1505, when he made 
a settlement upon his son John and his wife,? but died 
before August, 1506, when his widow Alice (who must 
have been his second wife) and his son John submitted 
certain differences to arbitration.* By his first wife, Joan 
Hockenhull, he had four sons, viz., 1. John, his eldest 
son and heir; 2. Robert Aldersey, of Chester, alderman, 
sheriff of Chester 1513 and mayor 1525, who married 
Anne, daughter of Malbon, of Malpas, and was the 
ancestor of the Alderseys of Kent, Coventry and Wol- 
verhampton ;> 3. Hugh Aldersey, of Chester, alderman, 
sheriff of Chester 1516, mayor 1528, 1541, and 1546, 
who married Margaret [or Elizabeth] daughter of Randle 
Bamville, of Gawsworth, and by her had an only daughter, 
Margaret, who married (1st) Henry [or Thomas] Bun- 
bury, of Stanney, Esq., and (2ndly) Sir Rowland Stanley,

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of Hooton, Kt.; and 4. Richard Aldersey, of Picton, 
who married Margaret, daughter of James Cotgreave, of 
Hargreave, and from whom were descended a son Ralph, 
an alderman and merchant of Chester, a grandson 
William, a celebrated Chester antiquary and mayor of 
Chester 1595 and 1614, and a great grandson Richard, 
sheriff of Chester 1614: with the last mentioned Richard 
the male line of this branch of the family ended; he 
died in January, 1616, a few months before his father, 
leaving two daughters, of whom Mary married Thomas 
Trafford, of Bridge Trafford, Esq., and Elizabeth (a post- 
humous child), married the Rev. William Mostyn, rector 
of Christleton and afterwards Archdeacon of Bangor.1 
Henry Aldersey was succeeded, on his death in or 
about 1506, by his eldest son JoHN ALDERsEY, who 
married Agnes or Anne, daughter of Thomas Bridde, of 
Clotton, co. Chester, the marriage settlement being 
dated 16 September, 1504.2, Among the family papers 
are two wills of this John Aldersey, of Spurstow, the one 
dated 23 September, 1528, and relating to lands only 
with a feoffment annexed to it bearing the same date,° 
the other dated 30 September, 1554, and relating to 
goods and chattels only, which latter was proved before 
the Dean of Nantwich, 17 November, 1554, and this 
gives us approximately the date of his death about 
O@ober in that year. John Aldersey had five sons, viz., 
John, Thomas, Richard, Ralph and Hugh, and one 
daughter Katherine, who married Ralph Pike, of Wor- 
cestershire (or Wiltshire). Of his three younger sons 
we know nothing, except that Richard was living in 
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1554, and mentioned in his father’s will. Thomas, the 
second son, was a citizen and haberdasher of London, 
and founder (in 1594) of the Free Grammar School and 
of an endowment for a preacher at Bunbury out of the 
rent reserved on leases of tithes of the Rectory of Bun- 
bury, which he had purchased from the Crown after the 
dissolution of the College of Bunbury :! he married 
Alice, daughter of Richard Calthrop, of Antingham in 
Norfolk, and died without issue in 1599. His portrait, 
taken in 1588 at the age of 66, is still at Aldersey Hall, 
and there is also a portrait of him at the Bee 
Hall. 

Joun ALpeERseEy, the eldest son, who succeeded on his 
father’s death in 1554, married Annes or Anne, daughter 
of Hugh Aston, of Aston, their marriage settlement 
being dated 3 September, 1528.2 His will is dated 29 
November, 1581,° and he died in the following year, 
and was buried at Bunbury, 17 Oétober, 1582. His 
widow survived him for several years, and was buried at 
Bunbury, 26 July, 1599 : her will, dated 30 June, 1599, 
was proved before the Dean of Nantwich, 4 August, 
1599.* John Aldersey had a dispute with the repre- 
sentatives of Robert Aldersey, his distant kinsman and 
lessee of his Aldersey estates, which was made the sub- 
jet of an award, dated 22 May, 1565, by Randolph 
Spurstow, Esq., and others.° He had two sons, Randle 
and John, and five daughters, viz.: Alice, who married 
Thomas Montrose, of Hargreave; Katherine, who mar- 
ried Edward Cotton, of Cotton ; Eleanor, who married 
William Bebington, of Chorley ; Elizabeth, who married 
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John Egerton, of Christleton ; and Anne, who married 
John Rowe, of Bickley. John, the second son, who was 
a merchant in London, and was left heir to his uncle 
Thomas, the founder of Bunbury School, married Anne, 
daughter of Simon Lowe, of London, merchant, and by 
her had a numerous family, of whom the eldest surviving 
son, Samuel, also a merchant in London, married Mary, 
daughter of Philip Van Oyrle, of Hornbergh and Ant- 
werp, and carried on the line of this branch of the 
family ; and one of the daughters, Elizabeth, married as 
her second husband Thomas, first Lord Coventry, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal. Portraits of the last-mentioned 
John Aldersey and his daughter-in-law, Mary Van Oyrle, 
as well as those of Lord and Lady Coventry, are pre- 
served at Aldersley Hall. 

RanpLE ALDERSEY, who succeeded his father in 1582, 
married, circa 1566, Anne, daughter of Robert Cowper, 
and widow of John Dod, of Cholmondely. In March, 
1583, shortly after his father’s death, he made a settle- 
ment of his estates in Aldersey, Spurstow, and Acton, 
upon himself for life, with remainders for the benefit of 
his wife and two sons, John and Thomas, and his brother 
Thomas successively, charged with portions for his two 
daughters, Frances and Mary.’ Thomas, his second son, 
died without issue; Frances married in 1596 William 
Allen, of Brindley, and Mary died unmarried in 1593. 
Randle Aldersey was buried at Bunbury, 25 May, 1600; 
his wife, who predeceased him, was also buried there, 25 
September, 1590. 

Randle Aldersey was succeeded by his eldest son and 
heir, Joun Atpersey, who was born in the year 1567. 
He married Anne, daughter of Richard Ward, of Cotton, 
co, Salop, and by her had two sons and five daughters, 
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viz., Thomas, his eldest son, who succeeded him ; and 
John, a merchant of London, baptized at Bunbury, 16 
February, 1604-5, who married Katherine (or Frances), 
granddaughter of Thomas Burton, of Longnor, co. Salop, 
and sister of William Burton (the author of “A Com- 
mentary on Antoninus his Itinerary”), and died in 
1656, leaving two sons, Joseph and William, and three 
daughters. It seems probable that this Joseph Aldersey 
was the ancestor of the Alderseys of St. Paul’s, Covent 
Garden, and of South Australia, (see Pedigree No. 5). 
Of the five daughters of John Aldersey, of Aldersey 
and Spurstow, Anne married William Raven, of Elworth 
co. Chester; Mary married George Huxley, of Brindley ; 
Grace married Richard Basnet, of Eyton, co. Denbigh ; 

and Frances married Thomas Edwards, of Killendre, co. 
Salop ; the fifth, Elizabeth, died in early infancy in 
1612. During John Aldersey’s life, several additions 
were made to the family estates. In 1593 he took a 
long lease from his great uncle, Thomas Aldersey, the 
founder of Bunbury School, of the tithes of Bunbury, 
except the tithes of Ridley, = a term of 500 years at 
the rent of £122 per annum:* in 1599 he made an 
exchange of lands in Barton with Hugh Dod, of Chester, 
for lands at Aldersey and Hartford :? in 1619 he pur- 
chased, or possibly repurchased, from Hugh Calveley, of 
Aldersey, two fields at Aldersey called the Gorstie Croft 
and the Little Potts Moore, the latter of which had some 
fifteen years previously been acquired by Hugh Calveley 
from John Massie, of Coddington :? in 1610 he pur- 
chased from George Calveley, of the Lea, Bridd’s fields, 
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in Bunbury,’ and in 1618 and 1627 he made other pur- 
chases in Bunbury from Sir Hugh Beeston? and from Sir 
Henry Bunbury, of Stanney :? in 1638 he acquired by 
release from his cousins Mary Trafford and Elizabeth 
Mostyn, the two granddaughters and co-heirs of William 
Aldersey, the Chester antiquary, and from his distant 
kinsman, Robert Aldersey, of Middle Aldersey, two 
fields in Middle Aldersey, called the Meadow Field and 
the Crofts, which had previously belonged to Robert 
Aldersey, and in which John Aldersey had invested on 
mortgage certain money left to him, as trustee for his 
cousins Mary and Elizabeth, by their grandfather William 
Aldersey.* John Aldersey’s wife Anne was buried at 
Bunbury, 19 January, 1646-7, and he himself died in 
the year 1652. His portrait, taken in 1651, in the 
eighty-fifth year of his age, still exists at Aldersey Hall. 

Tuomas ALDERSEY, the eldest son and heir of John 
Aldersey, was baptized at Bunbury, 14 July, 1600: he 
entered at Gray’s Inn, 15 May, 1622: on 2 May, 1629, 
he had a grant under the Great Seal of England, of the 
Office of Escheator for the County of Chester in rever- 
sion after the death of Hugh Mainwaring.® In 1632 he 
married Elizabeth one of the daughters, and eventually, 
after the death of her brother Robert, the heir® of John 
Robotham of Newland or Newlane, co. Herts. The 
marriage contract is dated 7 May, 1632, and the post- 
nuptial settlement 1 October, 1633.’ By this lady, who 
survived him and was buried at Bunbury, 23 December, 
1692, he had fivesons and five daughters, viz.: (1)Thomas, 
his son and heir; (2) John, baptizedat Bunbury, 24 March, 
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1638, who in December, 1680, married Susanna Hor- 
shell of St. Andrew’s, Holborn, being himself then a 
resident in the parish of St. Mary Abchurch, London : 

according to a pedigree of the Aldersey family in the 
possession of Mrs. Jarvis of Doddington Hall, co. Lin- 
coln, and apparently compiled by a descendant of John 
Aldersey and Katherine Burton in January 1697-8 and 
the following year or two, he had a daughter and two 
sons then living ; (3) Robert, baptized at Bunbury, 25 
September, 1642, who married and had daughters living 
in 1683, of whom one named Elizabeth married the 
Rev. Ralph Markham, Rector of Tarporley:! in the 
above mentioned pedigree in the possession of Mrs. 
Jarvis, he is stated to have died in1699; (4) William, 
baptized at Bunbury, 4 September, 1651, who was living 
at Chester in 1675, and was described as of All Hallows, 
Bread Street, London, Ironmonger, in December, 1679, 
when he married Mary Harling of Lombard Street, 
London: this William Aldersey was the ancestor of a 
branch ‘of the family settled at Chester in the 18th and 
1gth centuries, the last survivors of which left consider- 
able property to the Alderseys of Aldersey and Spurstow; 
and (5) Alban, baptized at Bunbury, 29 April, 1657, and 
living unmarried in 1698. Of the daughters Rebecca, 
who was baptized at Bunbury, 1o March, -1632-3, married 
in December, 1655, John Travers of Horton cum Peele 
co. Chester; Elizabeth, who was baptized at Bunbury, 
30 May, 1637, was living at Spurstow in 1691, and still 
unmarried in 1697-8; Anne was living with her uncle, 
Robert Robotham, at Newland in 1691, she was still un- 
married in 1697-98, but in or before 1699 she was 
married to John Rochford; Mary, who was baptized at 
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Bunbury, 10 December, 1648, was living at Spurstow in 
1691, and unmarried in 1697-8, but afterwards married 
Isaac Basnett of Heycroft in Spurstow; and Martha, who 
was baptized at Bunbury, 28 February, 1653, was living 
in 1691 and 1721. Thomas Aldersey, the Escheator for 
Cheshire, made an important addition to the family 
estates by purchasing from Peter Dutton of Hatton in 
1662 a moiety of the manor of Aldersey, a chief rent of 
4d, issuing out of Aldersey Hall in Middle Aldersey, 
and four farms at Crook Aldersey and Great Aldersey 
then occupied by Thomas Pulford, John Smith, Richard 
Smith and John Palin respectively. By this purchase 
the Alderseys became possessed of the whole manor, the 
other moiety having continued in their possession ever 
since the reign of Edward I., if not earlier. Thomas 
Aldersey died in 1675, and was buried at Bunbury on 
19 October of that year. His portrait taken in the year 
1668, et. 68, is still at Aldersey Hall. 

He was was succeeded by his eldest son and heir 
Tuomas ALDERSEY, who was born at Spurstow 25 
February, and baptized at Bunbury 1 March, 1634-5: he 
matriculated at Brasenose College, Oxford, 20 May, 1653: 
entered at Gray’s Inn, 22 December, 1654, and was called 
to the bar in the year 1663. In the following year he 
married Margaret, daughter of Thomas Lee of Lee and 
Dernhall, by whom he had three sons and six daughters. 
The first two sons, Robert and Samuel, succeeded in turn 
to the family estates, and will be referred to more par- 
ticularly hereafter ; the third, John, was born 4 October, 
and baptized at Tarporley 7 October, 1677,became after- 
wards a Citizen and Haberdasher of London, and died 
there without issue 2 December, 1730. Ofthe daughters 
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all but one died in early infancy: Mary, the fifth but 
only surviving daughter, who was born at Chester 27 
November, 1675, married in 1703 Lloyd Edwards of 
Rorrington, co. Salop, Esq., and died in 1714. In the 
year 1672 Thomas Aldersey purchased from some of 
the children of John Aldersey of Middle Aldersey (but 
not including his youngest son Caldecot) all their interest 
in the reversion of Aldersey Hall and: other lands in 
Middle Aldersey expectant on the determination of a 60 
years’ lease which had been granted in the year 1663 to 
William and Ellen Slater:’ this purchase seems to have 
been made under the impression, a mistaken one as the 
event proved, that Caldecot Aldersey’s interest under his 
father’s will was a life interest only, but it only led to 
prolonged litigation, and in two ejectment actions, one in 
1709 and the other in 1723, it was held that Caldecot 
Aldersey had taken under the will an estate in fee, and 
consequently these lands were all recovered by his son, also 
named Caldecot.?, Thomas Aldersey also purchased, in 
1674, from William Moulton of Faddeley a farm in Great 
Aldersey which had previously belonged to George 
Calveley of Hanley. In 1680 he purchased from the 
co-heirs of Charles Spurstow, Esq., of Spurstow, the re- 
version in fee simple of certain lands at Spurstow called 
the Hullenhursts or Hullandes, the Buckelhurst, the long 
crofts or Caulver Crofts, and the Golbornes Croft, which 
his predecessors had rented from the Spurstows under 
leases for lives for several generations. In 1700 he sold 
the manor of Newland, co. Herts, which had descended 
to him as heir to his mother Elizabeth Aldersey, the 
sister and heir of Robert Robotham.’ In 1706 and 1707 
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he acquired from John Mottershed of Aldersey and his 
mortgagees three closes adjoining Aldersey Hall called 
the Crofts and the Meadow Field, which had formerly 
belonged to the Alderseys of Middle Aldersey, and had 
been purchased by John Aldersey of Aldersey and Spur- 
stow in 1638, and sold by him a few years after to Thomas 
Mottershed,* and also a close in Great Aldersey called 
Higher Hey or ‘Hutchins’ Hey, which had formerly 
belonged to George Calveley of Milton, and afterwards 
to Anthony Hutchins.? Thomas Aldersey died in the 
year 1715, and was buried at Bunbury 20 May. His 
wife Margaret survived him and died in April, 1722, her 
will being dated 27 October, 1721.3 Thomas Aldersey’s 
portrait is at Aldersey Hall. 

Ropert Atpersey, the eldest son and successor of 
Thomas Aldersey, was born at Chester 22 August, 1670: 
he entered at Gray’s Inn 23 June, 1691. In February, 
1697-8, he married Jane, eldest daugher and co-heir of 
Thomas Webb, of Middlewick, but had no issue by 
her. In 1693 he purchased the Slaters’ lease of Aldersey 
Hall and the lands held therewith, but the lease expired 
in 1723, when Caldecot Aldersey recovered them as 
already mentioned. Robert Aldersey died without issue 
30 January, 1730-1, and was buried at Bunbury: his 
will, dated two days before his death, was proved at 
Chester 23 November, 1733.4 His widow, Jane, was 
buried at Bunbury, 25 May, 1743, having made a will, 
dated 10 August, 1742.° 

Robert Aldersey was succeeded by his next brother,

SAMUEL ALDERSEY, who was born at Chester 4 December, 
1673. He was educated at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. 1694 and M.A. 1700, and 
having taken holy orders, was appointed in 1706 one of 
the domestic chaplains to Hugh, Earl of Cholmondely.} 
He was Preacher of Bunbury 1708-1714, when he was 
appointed to the important Rectory of Wigan, co. Lancs. 
He married, at Llanyblodwell, 8 Oct. 1702, Henrietta, 
daughter of Henry Bridgeman, D.D., Dean of Chester and 
Bishop of Sodor and Man, (fifth son of John Bridgeman, 
Bishop of Chester, and younger brother of Sir Orlando 
Bridgeman, Bart., Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, temp. 
Charles II.) and by her, who survived him and died 
8 December, 1756, in the 78th year of her age, he had 
a numerous family consisting of ten sons, Thomas, John, 
Robert, Henry, Samuel, another Samuel, Orlando, Bridge- 
man, Randall, and another Henry, and six daughters, 
Jane, Frances, Elizabeth, Margaret, Mary, and Henrietta. 
Of these the eldest son, Thomas, the third, Robert, and 
the sixth, Samuel, succeeded in turn to the family estates ; 
the second son, John, who was born at Spurstow, 15 
November, 1704, died without issue in January, and 
was buried at Bunbury 2 February, 1730-1; the fourth, 
Henry, was born at Bunbury, 17 September, 1710, and 
died in early infancy, 31 January following ; the fifth, 
Samuel, was born at Bunbury, 20 October, 1711, and 
died young, 7 January, 1712; the seventh, Orlando, was 
born at Wigan, 29 November, 1715, and buried there 7 
January, 1725-6 ; the eighth, Bridgeman, who was born 
at Wigan 22 January, 1716-7, married Nancy, daughter 
of Foote Gower, M.D., and died 29 December, 1771, 
having had a daughter, Maria; the ninth, Randall, was 
born at Wigan, 26 November, 1720, and ouried there g

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May, 1721; and the tenth, Henry, was born at Wigan, 
25 August, 1723, and married Hannah, daughter of 
; they were both living in 1750, but he 
afterwards died without issue. Of the daughters Jane, 
who was born at Spurstow, 14 Otober, 1705, married 
Thomas Lancaster, of Warrington; Frances, who was 
born at Huxley, 20 October, 1706, married (first) on 
15 June, 1725, Humphrey Kynaston, of Chester, who 
died in 1737, and (2ndly) Holt, Esq.; Elizabeth, 
born at Huxley, 4 January, 1707-8, died unmarried ; 
Margaret, born at Bunbury, 29 October, 1712, married 
Hasketh, of Warrington; Mary, born at Bunbury, 
6 November, 1713, was buried at Wigan, 20 January, 
1717-8 ; and Henrietta, born at Wigan, 21 July, 1718, 
was buried there 1 May, 1719. In the year 1702, long 
before he succeeded to the family estates in 1731, Samuel 
Aldetsey had purchased from Thomas Yate, of Darnford 
in Whitchurch, co. Salop, a small farm in Aldersey, then 
in the occupation of Samuel Parsonage :? in 1736, afew 
years before his death, he purchased from his distant 
kinsman, Caldecot Aldersey, and his daughter Jane, the 
mansion house called Aldersey Hall, which had been 
the seat of the branch of the family settled at Middle 
Aldersey for many generations, but had been let for the 
last sixty years before the purchase, and the surrounding 
closes containing twenty-four acres (Cheshire measure) 
in Middle Aldersey, another house and croft containing 
two acres adjoining Aldersey Green in Great Aldersey, 
and the Cockshutt field, containing ten acres, in Middle 
Aldersey.* His will is dated 5 March, 1740-1.4 He 
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died 16 April, 1741, and was buried at Wigan. A copy 
of the inscription on his tombstone is amongst the family 
papers,’ but the tombstone itself could not be found at 
Wigan in 1891. His portrait in the sixtieth year of his 
age, painted by James Fellows in 1733, is at Aldersey 
Hall, as well as those of his wife and father-in-law, 
Henry Bridgeman, Bishop of Sodor and Man, and that 
of Sir Orlando Bridgeman, the Lord Keeper. 

The Rev. Samuel Aldersey was succeeded by his eldest 
son, THomas ALDERSEY, who was born at Spurstow 24 
July, 1703, and educated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. 1724, M.A. 1727, and M.D. 
1733: he did not, however, live long to enjoy the family 
estates, for he died without issue little more than a year 
after his father, and was buried at Bunbury, 12 July, 1742. 
By- his will, which was dated 6 July, 1742, and proved 
at Chester 10 September, 1742,” he devised Aldersey 
Hall to his brother Samuel upon trust for the first son 
of his brother Robert who should attain twenty-one, and 
in default of such son for Samuel’s own use. His wife, 
Mary, eldest daughter and co-heir of Cornelius Hignett, 
of Darland and Ashton, co. Chester, whom he married 
in 1731, survived her husband and was living at Wigan 
in 1759: she died in January, 1771, and was buried at 
Bunbury. The portraits of Dr. Thomas Aldersey, painted 
by James Fellows in 1733, and of his wife and her sister, 
Miss Catherine Hignett, are at Aldersey Hall. 

On the death of Thomas Aldersey the family estates 
(other than Aldersey Hall) devolved upon his next sur- 
viving brother, RoperT ALDERSEY, who was born at 
Tarporley 10 May, 1709. He married Prudence, daughter 
of in or about the year 1743,° but died with- 
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out issue 22 November, 1745, and was succeeded by his 
next surviving brother. 

SAMUEL ALDERSEY, the sixth son of the Rev. Samuel 
Aldersey, rector of Wigan, who thus succeeded to the 
family estates on the death of his elder brothers, was 
born at Wigan, 29 November, 1714, matriculated at 
Oxford from Christ’s Church, 29 November, 1731, 
and graduated at Cambridge (Trinity Hall) in 1738, in 
which year he was admitted to priest’s orders! and 
licensed as curate of Wiston, co. Huntingdon.” He was 
curate of Malpas from 1739 to 1748; in 1760 he was 
appointed domestic chaplain to Gertrude, Countess 
Dowager of Kerry;* from 1760 to 1761 he was vicar 
(or curate) of Bunbury, and in 1763, having augmented 
the stipend of that vicarage or curacy, he received the 
bishop’s license to officiate instead as preacher of Bunbury.‘ 
He was twice married. By his first wife, Margaret, 
youngest daughter and co-heiress of Cornelius Hignett 
of Darland and Ashton, co. Chester, who died in January, 
1783, he had two sons, Robert and Samuel, and two 
daughters, Margaret, who was born at Wigan 1 May, 
1739, and died 1 April, 1740, and Catherine, who was 
born at Malpas 14 January, 1740-1, died at Chester 27 
August, 1757, and was buried at Bunbury. His second 
wife, to whom he was married 2 May, 1785, and who 
survived him and died, without leaving issue, in March, 
1828, was Charles (sec) Catherine, daughter of Sir 
Charles Erskine of Aloa, N.B., Bart.’ Samuel Aldersey 
died 12 February, 1802, and was buried at Bunbury; his 
will, dated 19 August, 1788, with a codicil dated 6 No- 
vember, 1800, was proved in 1802.5 His portrait, taken 
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when he was a boy of fourteen years of age, and that of 
his first wife, Margaret Hignett, are at Aldersey Hall. 

RospertT ALpersey, eldest son of the Rev. Samuel 
Aldersey by his first wife, who succeeded on the death 
of his father in 1802, was born 22 March, 1737-8, and 
was brought up to the profession of the law, having 
entered at the Inner Temple, of which he afterwards 
became a Bencher. On the death of his aunt, Catherine 
Hignett, the co-heir (with his mother and his uncle’s 
widow) of Cornelius Hignett, in 1785* he became the 
sole heir of his maternal grandfather. He died un- 
married on 19 November, 1802, less than a year after 
succeeding to the family estates, and was buried in the 
Temple Church. His portrait is at Aldersey Hall. In 
the year 1790, before he came into possession of the 
estates, he purchased a farm in Crook Aldersey from the 
Messrs. Edwards of Chester,” and during his short tenure 
he added further to the estates by the purchase of a farm 
in Aldersey, which had formerly belonged to the Massies 
of Coddington, from the trustees and widow of John 
Golbourne of Chorley and their mortgagees, the Misses 
Day-Jackson.° | 

SAMUEL ALDERSEY, who succeeded his brother Robert, 
was born at Malpas, 30 June, 1742. He married in 
1773 Elizabeth, daughter and heir of William Wotton 
of Haddenham, co. Bucks, and had by her two sons and 
four daughters, viz.: 1, Samuel, who succeeded his 
father; 2, Thomas, born 19 March, 1782, died un- 
married 1 January, 1824, and was buried at Bunbury, 
where there is a monumental inscription to his memory; 
to this Thomas Aldersey his kinsman, Daniel Aldersey 
of Chester, who died in 1821, devised a reversionary 
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estate in fee simple in lands in Huxley, Great and Little 
Saughall, Thornton Hough, and Newton, co. Chester, 
but he died before the reversion fell into possession, 
leaving his brother Samuel his heir.1 The daughters’ 
were: (1) Catherine, born 27 January, 1774, who died 
unmarried; (2) Margaret, born 29 November, 1779, who 
died unmarried 10 April, 1818; (3) Elizabeth, born 2 
April, 1784, who married the Rev. George Usher 
Harding ; and (4) Margaret Maria, who died an infant. 
Like his brother Robert, Samuel Aldersey had the en- 
joyment of the family estates for a few months only, for 
he died 24 August, 1803, and was buried at Bunbury. 
His widow survived him for many years, and did not die 
till 1841; she was buried at Coddington. — 

SamugL AxpeRsey, eldest son of Samuel Aldersey 
and Elizabeth his wife, was born at Bromsgrove, co. 
Worcester, 17 September, 1776, and succeeded to the 
estates in 1803. He was sheriff of Cheshire in 1816 and 
1830. In 1813 he purchased from Bennett Rowland, 
of Carden, reliét of Daniel Rowland, and Daniel Rowland 
Barker a piece of land in Aldersey, called Coddington 
meadow, and a pew in Coddington Church.? In 1828 
he also bought from the surviving trustee of the will of 
Peter Legh, Esq., of Lyme, a farm at Aldersey called 
the Aldersey Manor Farm;* and this he conveyed in 
the following year to Robert Aldersey of Chester as 
trustee of the family estates under the Aldersey Estate 
Act 1816.4. This farm had come to Peter Legh of 
Lyme as one of the co-heirs of Sir Hugh Calveley of 
Lea, lord of the manor of Hanley, and the purchase 
purported to include also the manor of Aldersey, which 
was claimed by the Calveleys as parcel of the manor. 
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of Hanley. If any manor of Aldersey ever really be- 
longed to the Calveleys it must have been a subordinate 
manor created by Adam Aldersey by sub-infeudation to 
the Hanleys before 1290, and may have comprised 
originally one sixteenth part of the whole vill of Aldersey.} 
There had been prévious disputes between the Calveleys 
and Leghs and the Alderseys as to this manor, which 
was the subject of an award made in 1709, by which 
the title of the Alderseys to the entirety of the manor of 
Aldersey was affirmed, but it was ‘also decided that the 
whole township of Aldersey was within the view and 
court leet of Hanley.2 Samuel Aldersey married, g 
August, 1824, Lucy, daughter of George Baylis, Esq., 
of Shifnal, co. Salop, and had ‘by her two sons and two 
daughters. Of the sons Hugh Robert, the eldest, was 
born at Aldersey 19° November; 1828, and dying un- 
married in his father’s lifetime on 24 December, 1842, 
was buried at Coddington, where there is a stained glass 
window erected to his memory; Thomas, the second 
son, was his father’s successor. Of the daughters Susan 
Mary was born at Aldersey 17 February, 1826, married 
at Coddington 4 July, r850, Augustus Kelham, Esq., of 
Bedford and afterwards of Chester, and died 23 January, 
1889; Lucy Anne was born:at Aldersey 5 June, 1827, 
married at Coddington 30 November, 1854, Charles 
James Trevor-Roper, Esq., of Plas Teg, co. Flint, and 
died 1 March, 1871. By virtue of the will of Daniel 
Aldersey of Chester, dated 22 January, 1821, and proved 
in June, 1821,° the death without issue of his two 
brothers Robert and William in or before February, 1835, 
and a settlement dated 8 and g March, 1830, between 
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Robert Aldersey of Chester and his wife Susanna and 
Samuel Aldersey of Aldersey,’ the latter came into pos- 
session of lands in Huxley, Great and Little Saughall, 
Thornton Hough, and Newton, co. Chester, as heir to his 
younger brother Thomas, who died in 1824 as already 
mentioned,” as well as of a sum of £12,000 directed to 
be applied in discharge of incumbrances affecting his real 
estates. Under the will, dated 22 October, 1838, of 
Susanna Aldersey, widow of Robert Aldersey of Chester, 
he acquired her plate as heirlooms for Aldersey Hall, 
also the portraits of his own two daughters, as well as 
those of the testatrix, her husband, and her sister (Miss 
Cochrane), and all the other family portraits in her 
possession.® Samuel Aldersey died 17 July, 1855, and 
was buried at Coddington, where the east window was 
put up to his memory; his widow died 28 May, 1868, 
and was buried at the same place. Portraits of them 
both, as well as that of their two daughters as children, 
all painted by Frank Stone, are at Aldersey Hall. 
Tuomas ALpERsEY, the second but eldest surviving 
son of Samuel Aldersey, who succeeded to the estates 
on the death of his father in 1855 and is still living, 
was born at Aldersey 30 March, 1830. He served as 
sheriff of Chester in 1862. On 5 February, 1856, he 
married Rose Sidney, second daughter of the Rev. 
George Beecher Blomfield, Rector of Stevenage, co. 
Herts, and Canon of -Chester, by Frances Maria his 
wife, daughter of the Rev. Richard Massie of Codding- 
ton. By her, who died 25 September, 1887, and was 
buried at Coddington, he had two sons and three 
daughters, viz.: (1) Hucu ALpersey, eldest son and heir 
apparent, of Crook Aldersey, born 2 February, 1858, 
married 3 April, 1888, Evelyn, seventh daughter of the 
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Rev. Francis Coulman Royds, rector of Coddington, 
and has three sons—Hugh, born 28 December, 1888 ; 
Ralph, born 20 March, 1890; and Mark, born 28 O€to- 
ber, 1897. (2) Thomas, born 28. January, 1860, married 
1g April, 1887, Annie Augusta, daughter of the Rev. 
W. B. Garnett Botfield of Decker Hill, co. Salop, and 
has three children—Thomas Francis Garnett, born 12 
January, 1888; Walter Massie, born 16 March, 1891; and 
Gladys Valentine, born 14 February, 1889. (3) Constance, 
born 6 December, 1856. (4) Rose Frances, born 17 
November, 1861. (5) Ida Mary, born 11 April, 1865, 
married 28 September, 1886, Charles Ramsay Garnett 
Botfield, fourth son of the Rev. W. B. Garnett Botfield 
of Decker Hill, co. Salop. In the years 1869 and 1870 
various outlying farms belonging to the Aldersey family 
were offered for sale, including 200 acres at Gosland 
Green in Bunbury, parts of which were sold to Messrs. 
Tollemache and Jones for £3,470; 124 acres at Great 
and Little Saughall in Shotwick, sold to Mr. Trelawney 
for £9,000; 215 acres at Peel Hall, near Tarvin in 
the townships of Ashton, Horton-cum-Peel, and Barrow, 
sold to Mr. William Atkinson for £17,350, and a farm 
at Tiresford sold to Captain E. W. Park Yates for £7,000. 
Part of the purchase money derived from these sales was 
applied in the year 1870 in increasing the family estates 
in the neighbourhood of Aldersey by the purchase from 
Captain E. W. Park Yates of the hamlet of Bechin, one 
of the three manors which formed the Saxon vill of 
Coddington, and which had descended through the 
Bottilers to the Massies, from whom it passed by sale to 
the Wilbrahams, Whitleys, Mainwarings, and Inces.' 
In 1877 two farms containing 207 acres, at Huxley in 
Waverton, were also sold, the purchase money amounting 
* Ormerod’s Cheshire, 2nd Ed., ii. 734. 
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to £14,338. In 1880 Mr. Thomas Aldersey effected 
an exchange of a farm at Aldersey with Mr. John Larden 
Bromfield of Brook Hall, Tattenhall, for other lands at 
Aldersey, but in 1892 all the lands so given in exchange 
were repurchased, and with other land belonging to Mr. 
Larden Bromfield at Aldersey conveyed to Mr. Hugh 
Aldersey of Crook Aldersey, eldest son and heir-apparent 
of Mr. Thomas Aldersey of Aldersey. 

The main line of the family has now been traced in 
somie detail from the time of Henry III. or Edward I. to 
the present time. Something should also be said about 
the junior branches of the family, but a brief notice 
must suffice in this place: for further particulars I must 
refer to the accompanying pedigrees. Some reférence 
has already been made to the Alderseys of Middle Al- 
dersey, descended from that Robert Aldersey, second 
son of Adam de Aldersey, who had a suit with Hugh 
de Hatton in 1308. These lands in Middle Alder- 
sey devolved in the dire& line of this branch of the 
family until the middle of the seventeenth century, 
when John Aldersey, who died in 1667, devised them 
to his youngest son Caldecot, the son by his second 
wife. In 1736 another Caldecot Aldersey, son of the 
last mentioned Caldecot, and his only daughter Jane 
sold Aldersey Hall and the rest of his lands in Middle 
Aldersey to the Rev. Samuel Aldersey, Re¢tor of Wigan, 
and then owner of Aldersey and Spurstow. 

Several of the younger sons of the various branches 
of the Aldersey family established themselves as traders 
in London and Chester, arid they furnish a goodly list 
of persons who rose to distin@tion in the latter munici- 
pality and served from time to time as mayors and 
sheriffs of Chester. The first of the family whose name 
appears in this capacity was Robert Aldersey, second 
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son of Henry Aldersey of Aldersey and Spurstow, and 
ancestor of the Alderseys of Kent, London, and Stafford- 
shire, who was sheriff of Chester in 1513 and mayor in 
1525, while his son Thomas Aldersey was sheriff in 
1538 and mayor in 1549. Again, Hugh Aldersey, 
third son of Henry Aldersey of Aldersey and Spurstow, 
served as sheriff in 1516 and mayor in 1528, 1541, and 
1546. Ralph Aldersey, son of Richard Aldersey of 
Picton, the fourth son of the same Henry Aldersey, was 
sheriff in 1541; his son William Aldersey, the celebrated 
Chester antiquary, was sheriff in 1584 and mayor in 
1595 and 1614; and his grandson Richard Aldersey 
(son of the antiquary) was sheriff in 1614. The 
parentage of William Aldersey, Sheriff of Chester 1539, 
and mayor 1560 (and M.P. for Chester city 1553 ?), 

is uncertain. According to the Pedigree Roll of the 
Alderseys of Chester (i.e., their own pedigree roll), 
copied in Harl. MSS. 2094, ff. 88 et seg., and the Visit~ 
ation pedigree of 1613 (Harl. MSS. 2153, fo. 39), he 
was son of Ralph Aldersey, younger son of John Alder- 
sey of Middle Aldersey and Alice Standish, by his wife 
Anne, daughter of John Hawardyn of Wolstan, co. 
Lancs.: and in the accompanying pedigree I have 
adopted this descent as the most usually accepted one. 
But according to the Aldersey Pedigree Roll by Jacob 
Chaloner in 1629, he was an illegitimate son of Ralph 
Aldersey, a priest, the brother of John Aldersey of 
Horton, Robert Aldersey of Great Aldersey, and Thomas 
Aldersey of Agdon, and descended from Ralph, brother 
of Adam de Aldersey.’ In the pedigree given in Or- 
merod’s Cheshire? he is made son of John Aldersey of 
Middle Aldersey, the eldest son of John Aldersey and 
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Alice Standish, and this seems to be the view adopted 
by the late Mr. Earwaker, if I rightly understand a 
pencil note in his MS. pedigree; but I can find no 
other authority for this latter descent. Whatever his 
true parentage may have been, this William Aldersey 
was the progenitor of several other distinguished citizens 
of Chester. His eldest son, Fulk Aldersey, was mayor 
in 1594: his second son, John Aldersey, was sheriff in 
1596 and mayor in 1603 : his grandson William, son of 
John, (sometimes called William Aldersey, junior, to dis- 
tinguish him from his namesake and cotemporary Wil- 
liam Aldersey, senior, the antiquary,) was sheriff in 1603 
and mayor in 1613. The name of Aldersey occurs on 
two other occasions amongst the sheriffs of Chester, 
viz.: Thomas Aldersey, sheriff 1627 and mayor 1640, 
and John Aldersey, sheriff 1629. The latter was a 
younger son of the branch of the family settled at Hor- 
ton, and went into business in Chester as an ironmonger. 
The parentage of the former I have not been able to 
discover with any certainty, but possibly he may be 
identical with the Thomas Aldersey of the city of Ches- 
ter, merchant, to whom William Aldersey the antiquary 
bequeathed {40,' and also with the Thomas Aldersey 
of Chester, alderman, who is given in Harl. MSS. 2153” 
as an illegitimate son of this William Aldersey. 
William Aldersey, “senior,” as he was sometimes 
called, mayor of Chester 1595 and 1614, was a person 
of considerable eminence as a Chester antiquary, and 
deserves a separate and more detailed notice. Amongst 
the family documents at Aldersey is a thin quarto MS. 
volume containing the colle€tions made by this William 
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Aldersey for a complete list of the mayors of Chester, 
with notes of the chief events which happened during 
each mayor’s year of office, and incidental notices about 
his own family. An interesting account of this volume 
will be found in an article in the “ Cheshire Sheaf”* by 
the learned editor, the late Mr. J. P. Earwaker, from 
which the following extract is taken : 

“By the courtesy of Hugh Aldersey, Esq., of the 
Crook, Aldersey, near Chester, we have recently had 
lent to us an interesting MS. volume containing the 
collections made by Mr. William Aldersey, in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, for a complete list of the mayors of 
Chester, with notes of the chief events happening during 
each mayor’s year of office. This MS. is a thin quarto 
volume, written in a somewhat small and cramped hand, 
in the handwriting of the end of the sixteenth century. 
It is in fair preservation, but the edges are much frayed. 
The leaves should be carefully repaired and the volume 
rebound, which would preserve it for future generations. 
As far as can be ascertained this appears to be the origi- 
nal MS., drawn up by Mr. Aldersey about the year 
1595, and continued by him till his death in 1616, and 
also brought down to the year 1637 by other hands. 

“Tt is a matter of much interest that this MS. should 
still be in existence and in the possession of the Aldersey 
family, as this colleétion is the original source of the 
best list of the Mayors and Sheriffs of Chester, and the 
chief events which have happened in the city, printed in 
every History of Chester since King’s ‘ Vale Royal of 
England,’ was published in 1656. In that book, the 
first portion, written by Mr. William Smith, ‘ Rouge 
Dragon, pursuivant at arms,’ one of the heralds of the 
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Heralds’ College, London, contains a list of the Mayors 
and Sheriffs commencing in the year 1320 and coming 
down to 1586, with notes of the chief occurrences in the 
latter part of the 17th century. In the second part of 
that book, written by Mr. William Webb, M.A., 
‘sometime a clerk in the Maior’s Court at Chester,’ in 
or about the year 1620, there is another and much fuller 
list of the Mayors and Sheriffs of Chester, commencing 
in the year 1242, and brought down to the year 1655, 
the year before the date of the publication of the book. 
This list, as Mr. Webb informs us, in more than one 
place, is based upon the colleétions made by Mr. William 
Aldersey, who was Sheriff of the city in 1584, and Mayor 
in 1595 and 1614. ‘Thus on page 156 (¢ Vale Royal of 
England,’ part ii.), referring to the government of Chester 
he writes as follows : 
s“< And herein I can never sufficiently and with due 
praise extoll the Industry and care of a late Worthy 
Citizen and Alderman, and twice Maior of this City, 
Mr. William Aldersey, Merchant, who deceased in 
Octob. 1617, who as amongst all other the com- 
mendable pains he took for the maintaining of all 
the Rights and profits of this City, so did he con- 
tinually labour to rectifie the ancient Records and 
Monuments, and to find out such proofs as he could 
by any means attain unto, for the true relation of 
the Government and Governours of the same, as by 
some Notes of his, which for the better reporting of 
these things, have been afforded me, and which I 
have specially followed.’ 
“ And again on page 161, in introducing the list of 
the Mayors and Sheriffs of the city, he writes : 
“<The said Worthy Alderman Mr, William 
Aldersey, though he ever gave due respect [unto] 
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and reverenced the Collections of other industrious 
men that had laboured in the Antiquities of the 
City, yet he found, that the most common received 
accompt of the beginning of this Maioralty ascribed 
to the 53. year of Henry the 3. when Sir John Arn- 
way Knight, is supposed to be the first Maior, is 
untrue: And that in the 26th year of the same king, 
the first Maior was Walter Lynnet, concerning 
whom he thus delivereth his opinion. This Walter 
Lynnet, whom I also take to be called’ Walter 
Coventry, and came thence, who as I have been 
enformed by some skilfull Heralds, was a Knight, 
and by all conjecture had the Government here un- 
till Rachard Clark came to be Maior, which was 
about 34. or 35. of Henry the third; and I take him 
the said Walter to be the first that carried the name 
of Maior. What name they called the chief 
Governour by, in the time of the Earls, I cannot 
certainly learn, but I take it, that the Constable of 
Chester, who was ever a great man, had the whole 
Government of the City under the Earls, and had 
Bayliffs under him.’” 

William Aldersey, who was born 25 December, 1543, 


and baptized at St. Oswald’s Chester, died 26 October, 
1616, in the 73rd year of his age. His will, dated 22 
Oétober, 1616, was proved at Chester 6 November, 1616, 
but a recent search made by Mr. Earwaker disclosed the 
fact that the Will, though stated in the Index of Wills 
at the Probate Court, Chester, to be preserved there, is 
now unfortunately missing, and that the Inventory of his 
goods, dated 12 November and exhibited 24 December, 
1616, is the only document now preserved there. The 
Will is, however, recited in his inquisition post mortem

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taken 25 April 1617, from which inquisition it appears 
that he died seised of several houses, lands and rents in 
the city of Chester, and in Eccleston, Eaton, Moston, 
Upton, Hoole, Gayton, Thingewall and Piéton, co. 
Chester, and in Denbigh, co. Denbigh, as well as the re- 
version of a capital messuage called Oldfield in Hasil- 
wall and lands there expectant on the death of Lady Jane 
Stanley, late the wife of Sir Rowland Stanley, Kt., and 
then the wife of Henry Stanley, Esq. His son and heir 
apparent, Richard Aldersey, having died a few months 
before him, his granddaughters, Mary: and Elizabeth, 
were his co-heirs: the former married Thomas Trafford, 
Esquire, of Bridge Trafford, and the latter the Rev. 
William Mostyn, Rector of Christleton and afterwards 
Archdeacon of Bangor. 

From the incidental notices that occur above it will 
be seen that numerous purchases have from time to time 
been made of lands in Aldersey by the Aldersey owners 
of Aldersey and Spurstow, and by this means most, if not 
all, of those portions of the vill or township of Aldersey, 
which in early times had been alienated by subinfeudation 
or otherwise, have by degrees come back into the hands 
of the family, until at the present time Mr. Aldersey, the 
direct lineal representative of the ancient lords of the 
manor, owns nearly the whole of the township of Al- 
dersey. The most important purchases were those made 
in the year 1662 of a moiety of the manor and four farms 
in Great Aldersey and Crook Aldersey from Peter Dutton 
of Hatton, the representative of the Hattons, and that 
made in 1736 of Aldersey Hall and 34 acres of land in 
Middle Aldersey and a house and 2 acres in Great Al- 
dersey from Caldecot Aldersey and his daughter, the 
descendants of Robert Aldersey the younger son of Adam

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Aldersey of Aldersey. But other purchases were also 
made from time to time, as in 1311 of lands in Great 
Aldersey from Ralph de Hanley; in 1619 of a close 
called the Gorsty Croft and a meadow called Little 
Pottsmoor from Hugh Calveley of Aldersey ; in 1638 of 
the Meadow field and the Crofts in Middle Aldersey 
(adjoining Aldersey Hall) from Robert Aldersey of 
Middle Aldersey and his mortgagees; in 1674 of a farm 
at Great Aldersey, which had formerly belonged to 
George Calveley of Hanley, from William Moulton of 
Faddeley; in 1702 of a farm in Aldersey from Thomas 
Yate and John Horton; in 1706 of the Meadowfield and 
the Crofts (which had in the meantime been resold) and 
also of a close in Great Aldersey called Higher Hey, or 
Hutchins’ Hey, from John Mottershed; in 1790 of a farm 
in Crook Aldersey from the Messrs. Edwards; in 1802 of 
a farm at [Great] Aldersey, which had formerly belonged 
to the Massies of Coddington, from the representatives of 
John Golbourne and his mortgagees the Misses Day- 
Jackson ; in 1828 of the Aldersey Manor Farm in Middle 
Aldersey from the surviving trustee of Peter Legh, Esq., 
of Lyme, and in 1880 and 1892 of other lands in Great 
Aldersey from Mr. John Larden Bromfield. 

It is of course impossible to trace the title to all the 
lands in Aldersey back to the time when they were all 
in the hands of the lord, or lords, of the manor, but a 
certain amount of information about early tenures in 
Aldersey is to be derived from inquisitions post mortem, 
and the Chester Plea? and Recognisance Rolls,* and 
(with the exception of the important Plea Roll of 1

most of this information is collected in Helsby’s Edition 
of Ormerod’s Cheshire, partly under the heading of 
Aldersey, and partly under other headings.’ 

In the Plea Roll of 1 and 2 Edward II. (1307-8) are 
to be found reports of three suits concerning land at 
Aldersey. The first is that already referred to (ante, pp. 
5, 6), where Robert, son of Adam de Aldreseye, claims 
that he had been unjustly disseised by Hugh, son of 
Hugh de Hatton, of reasonable estovers, ze., the right 
of cutting wood for fuel, repairs, etc., in twelve acres of 
wood in Great Aldreseye, which right he claimed as 
appurtenant to a free tenement in the same vill granted 
to him more than ten years previously by his father 
Adam, who was lord of the whole moiety of the vill of 
Aldreseye. Hugh de Hatton defended the action, and 
the nature of his defence is, that he was himself at the 
time of the grant by Adam to Robert lord of a moiety 
of the vill of Aldreseye, as tenant in common with Adam, 
and that since the date of the grant a partition had been 
made of the wood between Adam de Aldreseye and him- 
self, by virtue of which he was then sole tenant of the 
twelve acres in question.” The result of this action does 
not appear, but from what took place in one of the other 
suits it is probable that Hugh de Hatton made good his 
defence. 

In the second suit Robert, son of Adam de Aldreseye, 
is again the plaintiff, the defendants this time being 
William, son of Adam de Meeles, Ralph del Heth and 
Margaret his wife, and Richard Harym, and the claim 
is precisely similar to that in the first suit, except that 
the place in which the estovers are claimed is now four-

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teen acres of wood in Great Aldreseye. Richard Harym 
was only a termor, but William de Meeles defended as 
owner of seven acres, and Ralph del Heth and Margaret 
his wife as owners of the other seven acres. They set 
up a similar defence to that set up by Hugh de Hatton 
in the first suit, claiming to have been tenants in common 
with Adam de Aldreseye and Hugh de Hatton at the 
time of the grant, and to have since become owners of 
seven acres each by virtue of the partition. The jurors 
find that at the time of the grant to Robert, Adam de 
Aldreseye, Hugh, son of Hugh de Hatton, William, son 
of Adam de Meeles, and Ralph del Heth and Margaret 
his wife were tenants in common of the wood, Adam de 
Aldreseye being entitled to the whole of one moiety, and 
the other three each to a third part of the other moiety ;! 
that afterwards, about fourteen years ago, a partition 
was made of the wood between the parties, under which 
seven of the acres in question were allotted to William 
de Meeles, and the other seven to Ralph del Heth and 
Margaret his wife in severalty ; that Adam de Aldreseye 
being lord of a moiety only of the whole vill, had no 
power to throw any burden on the shares of his copar- 
ceners ; consequently, Robert de Aldreseye’s claim failed.’ 

In the third suit Ralph, son of Hugh de Hanley, was 
plaintiff, and he complained that Hugh, son of Hugh 
de Hatton, Ralph del Heth and Margaret his wife, 
William, son of Adam de Meeles, Ralph, son of Adam 
de Aldreseye, Thomas le Brid, Richard Harym, Hugh, 
son of Henry Ketil, and William Wrekesheme, had

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unjustly disseised him of a sixteenth part of fifty-five 
acres of wood. Harym, Ketil, and Wrekesheme dis- 
claimed all interest, but the others defended : Hugh de 
Hatton as owner of fourteen acres, Ralph del Heth and 
Margaret his wife as owners of seven acres, and William 
de Meeles as owner of seven acres, raised the same 
defence as in the last action, while Ralph, son of Adam 
de Aldreseye and Thomas le Brid denied that they had 
made any disseisin. The jurors find that Hugh, son of 
Hugh de Hatton, Ralph del Heth and Margaret, one 
Adam de Meeles, the father of William, Ralph, son of 
Adam de Aldreseye, Thomas le Brid, and Ralph, son of 
Hugh de Hanley; had formerly held the wood as tenants 
in common, and afterwards had agreed to a partition ; 
that accordingly one moiety was appropriated to Hugh, 
son of Hugh de Hatton, Ralph del Heth and Margaret, 
and Adam de Meeles, each in proportion to his share, 
and the other moiety to Ralph, son of Adam de Aldreseye, 
Thomas le Brid, and Ralph, son of Hugh de Hanley, 
each in proportion to his share; that Adam de Meeles 
took possession of the seven acres allotted to him, and 
died seised thereof, whereupon William his son and heir 
entered upon them. Being asked whether Ralph, son 
of Hugh de Hanley, as well as the others agreed to the 
partition, they reply that he did, but that he was not 
present at the time of the partition being made, except 
in so far as he was represented by a certain tenant of his, 
to whom he had demised a moiety of his tenements. 
Being asked further whether Ralph had derived any 
profit from the portion allotted to him by the sale of 
wood, etc., they reply that he had. And on this finding 
judgment was given against the plaintiff. 

From what appears in these three suits it may be in-

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ferred that in or before the reign of Edward I. Adam 
de Aldersey and Hugh de Hatton were tenants in com- 
mon of the vill of Aldersey, in which there was a wood 
of 55 acres, that each of them made subinfeudations 
of proportionate parts of his moiety, Adam de Aldersey 
to Thomas le Brid and to Hugh de Hanley or his son 
Ralph, the latter of whom held one-sixteenth of the 
whole vill, and Hugh de Hatton to Adam de Meeles 
and to Ralph del Heth and Margaret his wife, each of 
whom held an eighth part of the whole vill, whilst 
Hugh de Hatton retained one quarter himself. About 
the year 1293 or 1294, or fourteen years before the date 
of these suits, a partition of the wood was made between 
the ther ténants in common of the vill, Hugh de Hatton 
getting 14 acres, Adam de Meeles 7 acres, and Ralph 
del Heth and Margaret his wife 7 acres, whilst the re- 
maining 27 acres were divided between Ralph, son of 
Adam dé Aldersey, Thomas le Brid, and Ralph son of 
Hugh de Hanley. A few years after the termination 
of these suits, viz. circa 1311, Ralph, son of Hugh de 
Hanley, made a grant to Ralph, son of Adam de Alder- 
sey, of all the land which he had in Great Aldersey, 
reserving a yearly rent of 6s. 8d. 

Besides the subinfeudations above mentioned, we know 
from the Family Evidences, etc., that Adam de Aldersey 
made other subinfeudations, not of fractional parts of the 
vill or manor, but of specific tenements, to his two brothers 
William? and Ralph,? and to his son Robert,* and we find

was still payable in 1662 (see ante, p, 22, and post, pp. 50, 51). 
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elsewhere traces of subinfeudations of either the same or 
else other land comprised in the Aldersey moiety. Thus, 
it appears by an Inquisition of Roger Massie of Codding- 
ton, in 2 Edward VI. (1548) that he held lands in Al- 
dersey of John Aldersey of Spurstow by fealty and 8d. 
rent, of the annual value of 10s. Again, by an Inquisi- 
tion of Hugh Calveley of Lea, taken 5 Aug. 5 James I. 
(1607), it appears that he held the reversion of a 
messuage and 20 acres of land, meadow, and pasture in 
Aldersey, also a messuage and 100 acres of land, meadow, 
and pasture in Aldersey, also one acre of land called two 
cuttings in Aldersey, of the heirs or assigns of Hugh de 
Aldersey in free socage, of the annual value of 3s. gd.” 
In the account book of Thomas Aldersey of Aldersey 
and Spurstow, amongst the Family Evidences, there are 
entries of receipts in the years 1675 to 1710 of 8d. chief 
rent from Massie of Coddington and of 5d. chief rent 
from Oliver Walker. In the account book of Robert 
Aldersey there are entries of receipts between the years 
1718 and 1723 of 4d. chief rent from Mr. Walker, and 
between 1724 and 1729 of 8d. chief rent from Mr. 
Massie.2 In the Aldersey rental for 1761 are entries of 
the following chief rents, viz.: Mr. Massie of Codding- 
ton 8d., and Job Harrison 7¢.* Of these chief rents the 
former no doubt continued to be paid by the Massies 
and their successors till the purchase by Robert Alder- 
sey in 1802 from the representatives of John Golbourne 
and their mortgagees, the Misses Day-Jackson, of 33 acres, 
2 roods, and g perches, in Aldersey, which in the year

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1757 had been demised by Richard Massie of Codding- 
ton to John Golbourne of Huxley for three lives, and 
of which the reversion in fee simple had been conveyed 
to a trustee for him by Thomas Massie of Coddington 
in 1796:' the latter probably came to an end on the 
purchase by Samuel Aldersey in 1828 from the trustees 
of Peter Legh of Lyme, who had inherited the property 
in Aldersey of the Calveleys of Lea, of the Manor Farm, 
comprising 42 acres, I rood, 24 perches, which had 
been let on lease for lives to Job Harrison, and may 
possibly have been previously leased to Oliver Walker.? 

The other moiety of the manor of Aldersey we find 
in the possession of the Hattons as early as the reign of 
Edward I. The Hugh de Hatton, whose inquisition 
post mortem has already been referred to, was the son of 
Sir Simon de Hatton, Knight of St. John of Jerusalem : 
he married (1st) Margaret, daughter of Sir John de 
Arderne, Kt., and (2ndly) Christian, who survived him 
and subsequently married Robert de Huntingdon. He 
left two sons, viz., (1) John, his son and heir, aged 11 in 
12 Edward I. (1284), and (2) Hugh, who in the Hatton 
Pedigrees given in Ormerod’s Cheshire‘ is called “of 
Great Aldersey 14 Ed, 2” (1320-1), and who was doubt- 
less the same Hugh, son of Hugh de Hatton, who had 
a suit with Robert de Aldersey a few years previously, as 
already mentioned.® John, the eldest son of Hugh, 
married Matilda, daughter of John de Frodsham, and 
died about 6 Edward II. (1312-3), having in 35 Edward I. 
(1307) suffered a recovery of (z#ter ala) lands in Aldre- 
seye in favour of his son-in-law, Ralph de Vernon.’ In

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1 Edward II. (1307-8) Sir Ralph de Vernon, Kt., made 
a settlement of (iter alia) lands in Magna Aldreseye, 
Middelaldreseye, and Krocaldresay upon Peter, son of 
Matilda de Hatton, in tail with successive remainders 
in tail to Robert and William, Peter’s brothers, and an 
ultimate reversion to himself in fee, the holder for the 
time being of the lands granted to render yearly to John 
de Hatton and Matilda his wife {10 for their support." 
John de Hatton died cere. 6 Edward II. (1312-13), when 
his widow, Matilda, sued Peter de Hatton for dower of 
(inter ala) a fourth part and two parts of a fourth part 
of the manor of Aldreseie? (the remaining third of the 
last-mentioned fourth part being no doubt then still held 
in dower by Christian de Huntingdon, widow of Hugh 
de Hatton*). Peter de Hatton and his brothers Robert 
and William probably all died without issue, for in 5 
Edward III. (1331) we find Anabill, the widow of 
Robert de Vernon (the son of Ralph) suing Richard 
Mossok, chaplain, who vouches Ralph Vernon (son of 
Robert), for dower of (eter aha) an eighth part of 
Great Aldreseye, Middle Aldreseye, and Crucke Aldre- 
seye.* Ralph Vernon of Hatton died 28 January, 1388-9,° 
leaving four daughters his co-heirs, of whom Katherine, 
then aged 17, married Hamo de Massey, of Podington ; 
Petronilla, then aged 6, married Hugh Dutton, second 
son of Edward Dutton, a younger son of Sir Thomas

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Dutton, of Dutton, Kt.; Elizabeth (or Eleanor), then 
aged 5, married John de Malpas; and Isabel, then aged 
2 months, married a de Bracebridge and died without 
leaving issue. The interest in Aldersey seems to have 
been divided amongst the coheirs, for we find by an 
inquisition taken in 1420, that David, son of John del 
Malpas, held two messuages in Great and Middle Alder- 
sey of John de Sutton by knight’s service, value 20s. per 
annum,’ and in 20 Henry VI. (1441-2), Hamo de 
Massey, of Podington, by charter enrolled, quitclaimed 
to John, son of Hugh de Dutton, of Hatton, all his 
right in (¢nter alia) lands in Aldersey, late of Ralph de 
Vernon.” However, Petronilla succeeded eventually to 
nearly all her father’s Hatton estates, and thus brought 
the Hatton share of Aldersey into the family of the 
Duttons, a younger branch of the Duttons of Dutton. 
In the earlier inquisitions post mortem of the Duttons of 
Hatton the Aldersey interest is generally referred to as 
“lands in Aldersey” or “‘/ands in Mickle Aldersey, 
Middle Aldersey, and Croke Aldersey,” etc., until the 
inquisition post mortem of Ralph Dutton in 24 Elizabeth 
(1582), when for the first time apparently it is described 
as “the manors of Great Middle and Crooke Aldersey.” 
Thus, in the inquisition post mortem of Hugh de Dutton 
of Hatton in 18 Henry VI. (1439-40) the jurors find that 
he held (inter alia) lands in the township of Aldersey. 
In the inquisition post mortem of Peter Dutton in 18 & 
19 Henry VII. (1503) it is found that he held two mes- 
suages, twenty acres of land, and six acres of meadow in

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Mikel Aldersey of Edward Sutton, Kt., [sc. of the Barony 
of Malpas] in socage, yearly value 30s5., and a messuage, 
twenty acres of land, and three acres of meadow in Croke 
Aldersey, held of Edward Sutton, Kt., in socage, yearly 
value 20s.! In the inquisition post mortem of Sir Peter 
Dutton, of Dutton and Hatton, Kt., in 37 Henry VIII. 
(1545-6), he is found to have held (ster alia) lands in 
Mykle Aldersey, Middel Aldersey, and Croke Ald’sey.? 
But in the inquisition taken on the death of Ralph 
Dutton, of Hatton, in 24 Elizabeth (1582) it is found 
that he held (zxter ala) the manors of Great Aldersey, 
Middle Aldersey, and Crooke Aldersey from William 
Brereton, Esq., as of his manor of Malpas,® and similar 
language is used in the inquisitions post mortem of Row- 
land Dutton, of Hatton, taken 25 January, 3 James I. 
(1605-6),* and of Edward Dutton, of Hatton, in 19 
James I. (1621).5 In the inquisition taken on the death 
of Peter Dutton, in 14 Charles I. (1638), it is described 
as a motety of the manor of Magna, Middle and Crooke 
Aldersey, held of William, Lord Brereton, as of his 
manor of Malpas.® In the year 1662 Peter Dutton, of 
Hatton, sold all his interest in Aldersey to Thomas 
Aldersey, of Aldersey and Spurstow, Escheator of Cheshire, 
the lineal descendant of Adam de Aldersey, and the then 
representative of the Aldersey family, under the descrip- 
tion of four messuages and lands held therewith in 
Aldersey, a moiety of the manor or lordship of Aldersey, 
and a chief rent or yearly payment reputed to be 4d.

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issuing out of the capital messuage and lands thereto 
belonging in Middle Aldersey, called the Hall of Al- 
dersey,' from which it would appear that Aldersey Hall 
and the lands in Middle Aldersey, then held by a younger 
branch of the Aldersey family, descended from Robert, 
son of Adam de Aldersey, was originally a subinfeuda- 
tion by the Hattons. 

Besides the interest which descended from the Hattons 
to the Duttons through the Vernons, the above-men- 
tioned purchase by Thomas Aldersey from Peter Dutton 
would include also the lands in Aldersey which came 
to the Duttons through Elizabeth Grosvenor, one of 
the daughters and coheirs of Robert Grosvenor, and the 
wife of the Peter Dutton, of Hatton, who died in 1503, 
and whose inquisition post mortem has been already re- 
ferred to.2-- These lands were in the time of Edward I. 
in the possession of the Pulfords. In 16 and 17 Edward 
I, (1288 and 1289), Matilda, widow of Hugh de Pulford, 
sued Robert, the Parson of Codington, for dower of two 
messuages, two bovates of land, and six acres of meadow 
in Alderseye, near Codington, and Robert vouched 
Robert, son of Hugh de Pulford [sc. his son and heir by 
his first wife, Matilda being his second wife], in the 
custody of Richard de Stokeport by grant from the 
King, such lands being partly in the custody of Richard 
de Stokeport and partly in the several custodies of Roger 
de Montalt, Peter de Arderne, Rotheric, son of Griffin 
and Beatrice his wife, and Randal de Thornton ;? and 
in the same year she also sued Randal de Thornton, one 
of the guardians of Robert, son and heir of Hugh de 
Pulford, for dower of one carucate of land and a moiety

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of a messuage in Aldersey near Codington.! By 40 
Edward III. (1366) the Pulfords had passed their lands 
in Aldersey to the Belgreves, from whom they were 
recovered in 12 Richard IT. (1388-9) by Joan de Pulford 
and her second husband, Sir Robert Grosvenor, of 
Holme, and in 1412 Robert Leigh, of Adlington, who 
was one of the coheirs of the Belgreves, formally re- 
linquished his claim to these lands.? By an inquisition 
post mortem, taken in 8 Henry VI. (1429-30), it was 
found that Thomas le Grosvenor held two messuages 
and ten acres of land in Aldersey of John de Sutton, Kt., 
in socage, yearly value five marks,® and by another, taken 
in 4 Edward IV. (1464), that Robert Grosvenor held 
two messuages and ten acres of land in Aldersey of John 
Sutton, Kt. in socage, yearly value 55.4 From the 
Grosvenors of Holme the Pulford interest in Aldersey 
passed to the Duttons of Hatton by the marriage of 
Peter Dutton with Elizabeth, one of the daughters and 
coheirs of Robert Grosvenor, and (as stated above) it 
was doubtless afterwards included with the Hatton share 
in the sale by their descendant Peter Dutton, of Hatton, 

to Thomas Aldersey in 1662. 

In addition to the lands above-mentioned there must 
have been an early subinfeudation of an an eighth part 
of Great Aldersey, probably by the Hattons, which is 
described in a fine of 21 Edward ITI. (1347), levied by 
Robert Candelan, and Margaret his wife, in favour of

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Richard, son of Richard de Fouleshurst, junior, as two 
messuages, forty acres of land, and ten acres of meadow in 
Great Aldersey. In the inquisition post mortem of Richard 
de Fouleshurst, in 23 Edward III. (1349), this interest is 
called a carucate of land 4eld of the Baron of Malpas, val. 
40s.:1 in the inquisition post mortem of Robert de 
Fouleshurst, in 15 Richard II. (1391-2), it is given as the 
eighth part of the vill of Magna Aldersey held of the lord 
of Hatton in socage, value 20s.;? while in the inquisition 
post mortem of William Fouleshurst, in 18 Henry VI. 
(1439-40), it is described as two messuages, one toft, six- 
teen acres of land, and two acres of pasture in Magna 
Aldersey held of ‘fohn de Sutton, Baron of Malpas. ‘This 
interest, thus variously described, may be traced in the 
inquisitions of the Fouleshursts, of etn: oe to at 
least 16 Henry VIII. (1524~-5).* 

Again, another fourth part of Great Aldersey appears 
to have been vested in the Mainwaring family. In the 
inquisition post mortem of George Mainwaring, in 5 Henry 
VIII. (1513-4), it is described as a fourth part of the vill 
of Aldersey, held of George, Earl of Shrewsbury, as of 
his manor of Blakemere, in socage and 11s. rent.© See 
also the inquisition post mortem of William Mainwaring 
in 32 Henry VI. (1453-4.) 

What ultimately became of the Fouleshurst and Main- 
waring interests in Aldersey I cannot say, but I think it 
probable that the latter at any rate passed with nearly 
the entire manor of Stretton and other lands held by the

Before leaving the subject of the early tenures in 
Aldersey it should be mentioned that in the Hatton 
pedigree given in Ormerod’s Cheshire? it is stated that 
Hugh de Hatton, younger son of Sir Hugh de Hatton, 
Kt., who, as mentioned above,? is described as of Great 
Aldersey 14 Ed. II]. (1320-1), married Margaret, 
daughter and heir of Geoffrey Bryn, and had ason, John 
de Hatton, of Great Aldersey 16 and 30 Ed. III. (1342 
and 1356), who married Joan, daughter and coheir of 
Sir John de Hallom, Kt., by whom he had a son, Adam 
de Hatton, of Great Aldersey, living 20 Edward III. 
(1346), who married Katherine, daughter and coheir of 
Sir William Hellesby, Kt., of Quisty Birches, and by 
her had two sons, Robert de Hatton, of Quisty Birches, 
and Richard de Hatton, of Great Aldersey, whose 
daughter and heir, Katherine, married Roger del Bothe, 
of Barton, co. Lancs. The sources from which this 
pedigree is derived are given at the head of the pedigree, 
but I am not aware what is the authority for these 
statements about Aldersey, nor do I know the nature of 
the interest which this branch of the Hatton family had 
in Aldersey, or what ultimately became of it. If this 
Hugh, younger son of Sir Hugh de Hatton, Kt., be, as 
appears probable, the same person as the Hugh, son of 
Hugh de Hatton, mentioned in the Plea Roll of 1 and 
2 Ed. II. (1308), the share of Aldersey may have been 
settled upon him by his father or his brother in his life- 
time, but the whole subject of the Hatton interest in 
Aldersey is involved in obscurity.

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Little remains to be added about the manor of Al- 
dersey. From the earliest times, as we have seen, it 
included three separate divisions known respectively as 
Great Aldersey, Middle Aldersey, and Crook Aldersey.’ 
The names of Great Aldersey and Crook Aldersey are 
still current, but the distinétive name of Middle Alder- 
sey has now become obsolete. With the exception of 
some 63 acres, now belonging to the Leches of Carden, 
the whole of the lands lying within all these divisions 
are now the property of Mr. Aldersey, the lord of the 
manor. Since the death of Mr. Samuel Aldersey in 
1855 no Court has been held for the manor. 

Such, in brief, is the history of the family of Alder- 
sey, of Aldersey. It is a remarkable instance of a 
family of comparatively small landowners, in which 
part at least of the old family estates have passed in the 
direct male line from father to son through eighteen 
generations, extending over a period of more than six 
centuries, and in whose possession there still exists a 
series of deeds covering, more or less, the whole of that 
period. In the Appendix will be found translations or 
abstracts of these family evidences, which, it is hoped, 
will be of some use to those interested in the family and 
place by rendering their contents more accessible.

1. (c. 1280.) Feoffment by Apam, son of Hucu pr At- 
DERSEY, to Ratpu his brother of two messuages, &c. 
in Aldersey: 

(Latin.) 

ET all present and future who shall see or 
hear this present writing know that I, Adam 
son of Hugh de Aldreseya, have given, 
granted, and by this my present charter con- 

firmed to Ralph my brother, for his homage and service, 

two messuages in Aldreseya, one whereof Wronov for- 
merly held, and the other in which the said. Ralph 
dwells (sedet), with two lands extending from the said 
house, and one land which is called Le Merstalland 
with the meadow in the end (cz pto 7 fine), and two 
lands in the long clearing, near the clearing of Roger 

Harym, and the chief land in Longedales with two 

parts of the meadow in the end, and the moiety of the 

meadow that Thomas Terys cleared (assartauit) in the 
end of Rowmedue, and two lands in Holegreue, and 
half a land with the meadows in the end, and Le 

Crokedelond with the meadow in the end, and three 

half lands (tres dimid landas) at Wrymstallegreue, with 

the meadows in the end, and a certain half land at Le 

Hese with the meadows in the end, and two lands and 
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a half in the long clearing which Cecily mother of the 
said Ralph held in dower of her own part (tenuzt in dot’ 
de pte sua), and one land in Longedales with the meadow 
in the end, and one land in Holegreue near my land on 
the one part, and the land of Richard son of Malle on the 
other part, with the meadow, and one acre of meadow in 
Smethemor, and one butt of land (vi but) in Banecroft, 
and two lands and a half in Barton, that is to say, in Le 
Stoclondes, and two half lands near Roycleg To have and 
to hold of me and my heirs or assigns to him and his heirs 
or assigns, freely, quietly, well, and in peace, with all the 
appurtenances, liberties, and easements to the said lands 
belonging, i in wood, in plain, in meadows, in feedings, 
in pastures, in moors, in marshes, in ways, in waters, in 
paths, and in all places within the boundaries of Aldresey, 
and with “ husbold” and “ heybold” in the grove (zemore) 
of Aldresey, and with acquittance of pannage in the 
wood (éoscho) of Aldresey, and with sale of wood both 
dead and green with one waggon if the lord has sold it 
(S ca& vendicoe lignoy, mortuoy, 8 viridu ci una caretta 
st diis ea vendidit). Yielding thence yearly to me and 
my heirs or assigns from the said Ralph and his heirs or 
assigns one pair of white gloves at the feast of St. John 
the Baptist for all services and exactions whatsoever to 
me and my heirs or assigns belonging. 

I grant to the the said Ralph that neither he nor his 
heirs or assigns shall answer me, my heirs, or assigns, for 
any action (ca/upnia) in my court.

Let all present and future know that I, Adam 
de Aldirsey, now being in lawful power, have given, 
granted, and by this my present charter confirmed, and 
for ever quitclaimed to Ralph my son, all my tenements 
with all my service, right, and claim, within the bound- 
aries of Aldirsey and Barton, with all the appurtenances, 
except that tenement with the messuages, meadows, and 
other the appurtenances, which, I formerly gave to 
Robert my son in Aldirsey. To have and to hold of 
the chief lords of those fees, to the said Ralph his heirs 
or assigns, freely, quietly, well, and in peace, with all 
the appurtenances, commons, and easements, yielding to 
the chief lords the services of right due.

3. An 18th century (23 Feb., 1720) extract from a Plea 
Roll, 1307-8, of pleas in a suit between Hucu son 
of Hocu pe Hatron and KENEwrRIcK LE BELEW, 
and Rosert son of ADAM DE ALDERSEY, concerning 
a free tenement in Great Aldersey. 


(Latin.) County of Chester. Tuesday next after the 
feast of St. Chad [March 2] 1 Edward I. (gu. II.(1307-8)]. 
Plea that Hugh son of Hugh de Hatton and Kenewric le 
Belew has unjustly disseised Robert son of Adam de Al- 
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dreseye of his free tenement in Great Aldreseye, and that 
they disseised him of taking estovers in 12 acres of wood, 
viz., hosbot and heybot for burning and building and 
enclosing at all times of the year with view of forestry to 
his capital messuage in the same vill, &c. 

And the aforesaid Hugh and Kenewric in their 
proper persons come, and the said Kenewric says that 
he himself has no claim in the aforesaid tenement. 
[Hugh de Hatton first puts in a technical defence.] 
And the aforesaid Robert says that one Adam de Aldre- 
sey, lord of the whole moiety of the vill of Aldreseye, 
gave, granted, and by his charter confirmed to the said 
Robert, his heirs and assigns, the aforesaid messuage and 
a certain part of his land in Aldreseye, with ‘ husebold” 
and ‘“haybold,” and fuel of green wood and old for himself 
and his men dwelling on the same land and with common 
of pasture in all places within the boundaries [dzvisas| of 
Aldersey, and says that he himself has been seised of the 
right of taking estovers in the said wood peacefully for 
Io years and more after the feoffment aforesaid. 

And the aforesaid Hugh says that he himself is lord 
of the moiety of the vill of Aldresey in lands arable and 
in waste, and was at the time of the making of the 
aforesaid charter, and that he then held all the wood in 
the vill of Aldresey in common and in undivided shares 
(pro indiviso) with the aforesaid Adam, one moiety be- 
longing to the one and another moiety to the other. 
And he says that long before the procuring of this writ 
the said Adam and Hugh made a partition of the said 
wood, so that the said Hugh was seised of the said 
wood, whence the view was made, separately (7 sepa-

Note.—The result of this suit does not appear from this extract amongst 
the Aldersey evidences, but further light is thrown upon the early tenures 
in Aldersey by two other extracts from the same Plea Roll, which may

An assize comes to make recognition whether Wil- 
liam son of Adam de Meeles, Ralph del Heth and 
Margaret his wife, and Richard Harm have unjustly &c.

And whence 
he complains that they have disseised him of reasonable 
estovers? to be taken in 14 acres of wood with the appur- 
tenances for burning, building, and enclosing without 
view of forestry to his messuage in the same vill, &c.

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whole moiety and Hugh [de Hatton] of a third part of 
a moiety, William son of Adam [de Meeles] of a third 
part, and Ralph and Margaret [del Heth] of a third 
part. Which Adam then enfeoffed the aforesaid Robert 
[de Aldreseye] of reasonable estovers to be taken in the 
aforesaid wood, by whose feoftment the said Robert was 
seised of the aforesaid estovers to be taken in the wood 
aforesaid. And afterwards the aforesaid Adam [de Al- 
dreseye|], Hugh [de Hatton], William [de Meeles], 
Ralph and Margaret [del Heth] wishing to make 
appropriations for themselves out of that wood, by their 
common assent made partition of the aforesaid wood 
among themselves, to each one for his own portion to 
be held separately.

It is clear 
from other entries on the Plea Roll that the whole wood comprised 
55 acres, of which Adam de Aldreseye (or his tenants by subinfeudation) 
was entitled to half, or about 28 acres, Hugh de Hatton to half of half, 
or about fourteen acres, William de Meeles to a quarter of half or about 
7 acres, and Ralph and Margaret del Heth to a quarter of half, or about 
7 acres, It is evident that the clerk of the Court took down the share 
of Hugh de Hatton incorreétly as a quarter of half, and then, finding that 


three quarters did not account for the whole, he altered the fraCtions in 
each case into thirds,

cause it was found by the assize that the aforesaid Adam

An assize comes to make recognition whether Hugh 
son of Hugh de Hatton, Ralph del Heth and Margaret 
his wife,’ William, son of Adam de Meeles, Ralph son 
of Adam de Alderseye, Thomas le Brid, Richard Harm, 
Hugh son of Henry Ketil, and William Wrekesheme, 
have unjustly, &c., disseised Ralph son of Hugh de 
Hanlegh of his free tenement in Great Alderseye after 
that, &c. And whence he complains that he has dis- 
seised him of a sixteenth part of 55 acres of wood with 
the appurtenances, &c.

And the aforesaid William [de 
Meeles], as tenant of 7 acres! of the aforesaid tenements, 
says that they were appropriated in the lifetime of Adam 
his father and the same Adam died seised of those appro-
